Newton Republican, June 19, 1875 
A special meeting of tho School 
Committee was hold on Wednesday 
night. Mayor Hyde presided. Mr. 
Speare of tho committee on organiza- 
tion of schools made a minority re- 
port. He said ho knew nothing of the 
report submitted to the committee at 
the last meeting ns ho was out of 
town. He did not agree with the 
recommendations. Ho favors reduc- 
ing the number of masters to 3 and 
placing a lady teacher In charge of 
each building, making them respon- 
sible for nil rooms In that building 
This is essentially tho system used 
satisfactorily in Cleveland and other 
cities in tho West. 

i Mr. Allen’s report was taken up and 
I its recommendations considered in or- 
| der. Tho recommendations that 40 
; pupils he tho minimum under each 
| teacher In one room, and that no elnss 
[ lie organized with less than 30 pupils, 
were adopted. It was voted not to in- 
crease the number of masters. The 
committee on High School was au- 
thorized to present a plan for a mer- 
] oautile course at that school. On mo- 
! tioti of Mr. Speare it was voted that 
tho regular promotions of pupils in 
grammar schools from lower to higher 
grades bo made on the first Mondays 
in February and September. Occa- 
sional promotions mny be made on 
any week, whenever the teacher and 
the Superintendent, or tho sub-eom- 
mlttee mny deem it advisable. Writ- 
ing and drawing are to lie in charge 
of the samo teacher.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Recently we had the pleasure of on- 
joying u lunch at tho Bigelow School 
ns a guest of Hadyn S. Pearson, prin- 
cipal of the school. The other guest 
at the lunch was Frank W. Chase, 
who was Mr Pearson’s predecessor 
as principal of the school. We have 
an affection for the Bigelow School, 
for ns a child we attended it and 
graduated from it. In those dnys it 
was a grade, or grammar school un- 
der tho direction of H. Chapin Snwin, 
who was its principal from 1871 until 
1905. Ho was succeeded by Mr. Chase, 
who was In charge of the school from 
1905 until Ills retirement in 1934. 
Thus, the Bigelow School has the dis- 
tinction of having had but two princi- 
pals in 63 years. 

Several years ngo tho school evolved 
into a junior high, under Mr. Chase's 
direction. Mr. Pearson, one of tho 
youngest men appointed to direct a 
junior high school in this city, is 
proving a worthy successor to his 
two very competent and beloved pre- 
decessors. 

Wo enjoyed a delightful luncheon, 
prepared by young girl pupils in the 
little kitchen nt the school, nnd 
served by a competent, little wait- 
ress. Wo reminisced about tho cur- 
ricula of schools a generation nnd 
more ago, and about the rigorous and 
vigorous methods used In those days 
to maintain discipline. We commented 
on the tremendous advances which 
have been made In the construction 
of schools and the equipment pro- 
vided to educate hoys nnd girls, ac- 
cording to modern standards. 

Following the lunch, Mr. Pearson 
escorted us to one of tho rooms where 
the school chorus was rehearsing un- 
der the direction of Miss Erma Van 
der Groen, music instructor at the 
school. Though small In number, nnd 
young In years, the chorus performed 
In a manner which would have done 
credit to a high school group. When 
we saw the attractions and the ad- 
vantages which are afforded hoys and 
girls attending school today, wo do 
not wonder that truancy has greatly 
decreased since the years in which 
we went to school. There Isn’t much 
reason for a boy to "hook jack” from 
school now. 


Tlie beautiful garden developed by 
the late Professor Harry H. Powers 
on Centro st.. between Church nnd 
Wesley sts., Newton Is being contin- 
ued by his family, and is a living me- 
morial to the public spirited man who 
created It. Dr. Powers intended to 
work at tho garden and use it as his 
avocation during Ills declining years. 
He spent a large sum of money to es- 
tablish it, but his plans were tragical- 
ly broken when ho was fatally injured 
last xvinter alongside his garden site, 
as a result of reckless driving on the 
part of an automobile operator. It 
was not Ills plan to make this a per- 
manent park, or garden plot. He told 
the writer that xvhen the property 
might be sold In the future for some 
use which would enhance tho neigh- 
borhood where It is located, he would 
dispose of it. The action of Mr. 
Powers’ heirs In carrying on, even for 
tho present, his contribution to New- 
ton's beauty, is deserving of praise. 


The President is making a deter- 
mined fight to prevent millionaires and 
multi-millionaires from continuing to 


defeat the purpose of the Income tnx 
law. IIo bus enlisted the support of 
Congress. Tho great number of 
Americans who must pay taxes out of 
moderate Incomes, and those citizens 
who had to pay when they made a lit- 
tle over tho minimum taxed, during 
their prosperous years, tiro in sym- 
pathy with the President's efforts. It 
wns a revelation to nearly all tho peo- 
ple of this country when they rend, 
u couple of years ngo, tho list of 
names of some of our lenders of fi- 
nance who had paid no Income taxes. 
Recently Mr. ltaskoli and his financial 
pal, ono of the Mr. Duponts were In 
the limelight for alleged income tax 
evasions. Mr. Rnskob was accused 
of having failed to pay a tax In ono 
yenr on a little sum of more than 
$1,300,000, Lest you forget, Mr. Ras- 
kob is tho gentleman who was the 
hacker of Dr. A1 Smith, that humble 
pilgrim, when tho latter sought the 
Presidency in 1928. And Mr. Smith 
was seeking the ofllee to save tills 
country from predatory wealth. 


A majority of people were complain- 
ing about the ttnseasonnlile cold dur- 
ing May. On Monday and Tuesday 
of this week the samo people, or most 
of them, were complaining nhout the 
heat. Tlie weather seems to have 
been excellent, so far as vegetation 
is concerned. Trees, shrubs and 
flowers are more luxuriant and beau- 
tiful than they have been for years. 


The victims of tho attack on Al- 
meria by German warships had noth- 
ing to do with the bombing of the 
“Deutschland” off the Balearic Islands. 
How civilization has progressed in re- 
cent years. 


When the new city hall was built 
tho largo area surrounding it wns 
beautifully lundsenped under tho di- 
rection of an outstanding landscape 
architect. One of the features of tho 
city hall grounds wns the chain of lit- 
tle reflecting ponds. To prevent the 
influx of silt Into these ponds, a sump 
was built in Cold Spring Brook nt 
Homer st. But, the sump did not 
stop tho silt front entering tho ponds, 
anil they had to he clennod out. For 
the past two years these small ponds 
have gradually and rapidly become 
filled with mud. Now, a coating of 
slime covers much of them, nnd they 
neither reflect tho attractive city hall, 
hut they do cast reflection on whoever 
Is responsible for their present con- 
dition. 


This week tho joint committee on 
school buildings composed of mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen nnd 
School Committee holds conference on 
tho new 10 year school building pro- 
gram. A few years ago the School 
Committee formulated a 10 year pro- 
gram of school building construction 
which was partly followed out, hut 
not in the order planned. The first 
project on that program was a new 
school to replaco the antiquated 
Franklin School at West Newton. Tho 
next projects were to have been an 
addition to tho Angier School at Wa- 
bnn and a new school to replace tho 
83 year old Lincoln School at New- 
ton and tlie 55 year old Eliot School 
at Nonantuin. These two needed 
buildings were sidetracked and a new 
school at Oak Hill built instead. The 
reason was — that Oak Hill residents

TRACK TEAM REGAINS NEWTON NINE WINS TITLE 
rHRONE, WIN STATE MEET 9 VICTORIES, 1 DEFEAT 


Newton High successfully defend- 
ed Its Stale track championship Inst 
Saturday at Dickinson Stadium. New- 
tonvllle, edging Medford 19 7/10 to 
18 19/20. Individual victories by 

Frank Hines In the century and Don 
MacKinnon In the 120-yard low 
hurdles, and nnother for the relay 
team, made most of Newton's points. 
Six records were broken and another 
equalled In the meet, including the 
half-mile record set by Newton’s Tom 
Clausen in 1921. 

Hines rnme with a tush in the last 
few yards of the 100-yard dash to 
defeat Taylor of Memorial, Masters of 
Lynn Classical and Leonard of Boston 
English in 10.3s. MacKinnon repeat- 
ed Ills sparkling hurdles victory of 
the Harvard Interscholastlcs of last 
week, winning in the excellent time 
of 14.2. The relay, deciding event, 
found Newton paired with Boston Eng- 
lish. and Melaugh of English had the 
lined luck to pull a tendon in the first 
leg of the race, while Newton’s Mac- 
Kinnon, Muther, Allen and Hines 
went on to win without competition 
in lm 33.5s, the fastest time of the 
meet. 

Other points for the winners were 
picked up by Joe Gallant, with third 
in the blanket finish of the 880. The 
winner’s time was 2.1.1. and Gallant 
was clocked in 2.1.6.

Travel to Egypt Began 


“Loan Shark*” Got 100% 


About the Year 900 B. C. 

Commercially inspired tributes to 
Egypt indited by travel writers 
seem fulsome and weak when com- 
pared with the comments of Herod- 
otus, who traveled through that 
land some 2,800 years ago, accord- 
ing to an authority. His plain state- 
ments were more forceful than any 
subtle use of adjectives. 

“Of Egypt I shall make my re- 
port at length," his discourse be- 
gins, "because it has wonders more 
in number than any other land, and 
works too it has to show as much 
as any land, which are beyond ex- 
pression great.” Eminently a man 
of the world, the most widely trav- 
eled of his age, Herodotus never- 
theless could not contain his aston- 
ishment at m.-ny of the sights in 
Egypt. 

He called the Nile "unlike any 
other river.” He evinced great re- 
spect for the mental attainments of 
the Egyptians — “the most learned 
in the history by far of all those 
of whom I have had experience.” 
But it was on the subject of Egypt’s 
renowned climate that the Greek 
philosopher-historian showed him- 
self at his best. “The Egyptians," 
he wrote, "are the most healthy of 
all men next after the Libyans, 
in my opinion on account of the 
seasons, because the seasons do not 
change.” That single sentence con- 
tains the gist of many dissertations 
on the healthfulness of Egypt’s un- 
failing sunshine. 


Bond Street of London 

Named After Speculator 

During the Seventeenth, and Eight- 
eenth and the first half of the 
Nineteenth centuries the Bond street 
of New York and the Bond street of 
London had a similar aspect — both 
were lined with the residences of 
the well-to-do. Here those of bank- 
ers and merchants, there the homes 
of the landed nobility. Later in both 
streets merchandising prevailed. 

The origin of the New York name 
is obvious; that of the London street 
came from Sir Thomas Bond, 
a Seventeenth century courtier at- 
tached to Queen Henrietta Maria, 
who was always persona grata at 
the Court of Whitehall in the reign 
of Charles II, to whom she is said 
to have advanced large sums of 
money. 

According to Arthur Dasent, writ- 
ing in the Daily Telegraph of Lon- 
don, toward the end of Charles’ 
reign Sir Thomas began to specu- 
late in London real estate, particu- 
larly in the West End, in the Parish 
of St. Martin-in-the Field. His first 
transaction as recorded in the local 
Rate Book was when he acquired 
in 1683 Claredon House in Piccadily 
from General Monk’s son, the sec- 
ond Duke of Albermarle, pulled it 
down and laid out both Albermarle 
and Bond streets through the prop- 
erty before he rebuilt. 


Palestine Memorials 

Palestine is rich in Crusader 
memorials. Even the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre is said to represent 
Crusader’s work, for the south fa- 
cade and many parts of the sa- 
cred building, particularly the bell 
tower, were built by them during 
their occupation of the city. Both 
at Ramleh and Lydda, two impor- 
tant towns on the road between 
Jerusalem and Jaffa, may be seen 
churches built by the Crusaders. 
Near Arsuf there are the remains 
of an old castle which was occu- 
pied by Richard Coeur-de-Lion, 
King of England. Many of the 
castles and fortresses remain as 
6afe and sound as they were when 
armies of Western Europe, led by 
pious knights, invaded Syria and 
Palestine from 1093 to 1291, and 
waged their holy wars. These “Sol- 
diers of the Cross” left their mark 
in Palestine in the names of Bel- 
fort, Belvoir, Mirabel, Blanche- 
garde or Singil (St. Giles.) 


Frost Smoke 

Frost smoke is a fog which rises 
in wreaths from open water which 
is relatively warm compared to the 
overlying cold air. This fog usually 
consists of ice crystals (snow) . Frost 
smoke forms more readily in very 
cold weather when the wind is calm 
or very light, and when the differ- 
ence between the temperatures of 
the water and the air is large. The 
fog slowly drifts away from the 
open water over adjacent ice and 
gradually deposits a slight covering 
of snow on the ice. 


Discovery of Hot Springs 

Pioneer trappers who first pene- 
trated Arkansas found a series of 
mineral springs at what is now Hot 
Springs. They bathed in the waters 
and praised their medicinal value. 
Soon their fame reached the ears of 
President Jefferson, who sent Lewis 
and Clark to investigate. Another 
famous series of hot springs is at 
Rotorua, New Zealand. The springs 
cover an area of 660 square miles 
and vary in temperature from 60 
degrees to the boiling point. 


From Egyptians 109 B. C. 

That ancient Egypt was afflicted 
with the equivalent of “loan sharks" 
is revealed by a papyrus in the 
Egyptian archeological exhibits at 
Field Museum of Natural History, 
on which is written a promissory 
note. The specimen, which dates 
from 109 B. C., is the oldest promis- 
sory note of its type known, and Is 
known as one of the most important 
of such papyri because of its elab- 
orate legal formulae, which are 
strikingly similar to those found in 
many modern legal documents. 

Quite startling is the usurious rate 
of interest, 100 per cent, specified 
in the note, while other harsh terms 
specified in it make their own com- 
mentary on the social conditions of 
the time. 

From a literal translation the fe,.- 
lowing interpretation is made: 

"I, the peasant-slave Ensnakkom- 
noy, belonging to the Zemi ceme- 
tery, have borrowed from the wom- 
an Nokhutes 22 Vt artabas of wheat. 
I promise to repay this loan with 
100 per cent interest, making the 
total due 45 artabas of wheat. Furth- 
er, I promise to repay this loan with 
good, undulterated, chaffless seed- 
wheat, measured by the same stand- 
ard as was used in making me this 
loan; and I further promise to deliv- 
er the said wheat to the house of the 
woman Nokhutes in the Zemi cem- 
etery without transporte t i o n 
charges, by the last day of the 
ninth month of the year 9 with no 
extensions of time to be granted. 
Further, whatever I do not repay 
In wheat by the aforesaid date I 
will repay within the following 
month at the rate of 60 pieces of 
silver per artaba. Further, as long 
as this note is in Nokhutes’ posses- 
sion I cannot claim, unless I can 
show a receipt, to have made full 
or partial payment. Further, every- 
thing that I now possess or shall 
acquire is herewith pledged to Nok- 
hutes until I shall have discharged 
my debt in full. Further, if Nok- 
hutes brings suit against me for fail- 
ing to meet my obligation, I admit 
additional liability for my dam- 
ages. Further, the agent of Nok- 
hutes is hereby authorized to deal 
with me and I promise to fol- 
low his instructions unreservedly 
and promptly at all times.” 


Left-Hand Superstition 

Prevails in Many Lands 

Because of a superstition that any- 
thing seen or done on the left fore- 
boded ill, was to be shunned as un- 
lucky, the left hand has been in dis- 
repute for centuries. 

A deep-rooted prejudice, use of 
this hand is confined by South Afri- 
can natives, for example, to all de- 
grading acts. The Maori tribe of 
New Zealand considers it profane, 
uses it as little as possible. Romans 
had a word for it in the evil-sounding 
"sinister.” 

Conscious of an "ugly duckling” 
embarrassment in consequence of 
this perverse heritage, from 4 to 8 
per cent of the world’s population 
have, willy-nilly, served out their 
appointed days, often with no small 
shame to their right-handed betters. 
Far from being maladroit, balmy or 
queer, some have been great person- 
ages, states a writer in Literary 
Digest. 

Many of Egypt’s Pharaohs were 
left-handed. So were most of Rome’s 
Caesars; the Biblical Benjamin, Al- 
exander the Great, Charlemagne, 
Michelangelo. Leonardo da Vinci 
was so completely left-handed he 
wrote a backward stroke readable 
only with a mirror. 


Virginia’s Capital 

Richmond, capital of Virginia, 
was once also capital of the Confed- 
eracy. and many things associated 
with the war between the states are 
to be found there. The White House 
of the confederacy is now a fasci- 
nating museum. The Capitol, the 
main unit of which was designed by 
Thomas Jefferson, is the meeting 
place of the oldest representative 
legislative assembly in the new 
world. Old St. John’s church is fa- 
mous as the place where Patrick 
Henry fired tho flames of the Amer- 
ican Revolution with his stirring 
oration ending, “Give me liberty or 
give me death!” Near the city are 
many battlefields of the war, which 
have been preserved as park areas. 


Use for Spiders’ Webs 

Spiders’ webs have a commercial 
value, and are used by a number of 
firms of scientific instrument mak- 
ers. The strongest and finest thread 
comes from the webs spun by the 
species known as the “Eperira Dra- 
demata," found usually on gorse 
bushes. The thickness varies from 
0.00015 of an inch to 0.000075, and 
often the thicker threads are split 
In half, says London Tit-Bits Mag- 
azine. The insect that spins these 
threads can easily be distinguished 
from any other of the eighty odd 
varieties in Britain as it has a 
beautiful cross on its back and spins 
webs of the “wheel” type. 


Seventeenth Century Mode 

Virginia Indies of the Seventeenth 
century differed little from the Eng- 
lish in their costumes, except that, 
being richer, they were better able 
to gratify their desire to shine and 
outshine. As they manufactured 
nothing in the South, ail their finery 
was fresh from England. A Virginia 
lady, Mrs. Pritchard, in 1660, owned 
an olive colored silk petticoat, an- 
other of silk tabby, one of flowered 
tabby, one of velvet, and one of 
white striped dimity. Her printed 
calico gown was lined with blue 
silk. There were also a pair of 
scarlet sleeves and another of ruf- 
fled holland; also a pair of green 
stockings. 


In Slavery Days 

In early days some states had 
laws against the manumission of 
slaves. Laws of this sort were 
passed not only in Southern states, 
but in Connecticut, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. There were also 
many statutes passed prohibit- 
ing freed negroes from entering 
other states. 


Most Fertile Region 

Salinitas, center of the nitrate- 
producing region of Chile, lacks 
vegetation, although it is the most 
fertile region in the world. It is 
one of the few spots where this 
wonderful fertilizer, nitrate, is of 
no use. The sun pours down with 
such intensity that nothing will 
grow. 


Many Squat on Haunches 

At least half the people in the 
world, particularly Asians and Af- 
ricans, prefer to squat on their 
haunches rather than to stand or 
sit. They take this ungainly posi- 
tion at every opportunity when trad- 
ing, gossiping, waiting or resting, 
often holding it for hours at a time. 
— Collier's Weekly. 


Nicknamed "Dumb Ox” 

The nickname “the dumb ox” 
was given to St. Thomas Aquinas. 
His fellow students at Cologne gave 
him the name because of his taci- 
turnity and dreaminess. His tutor 
said of him; "The dumb ox will 
one day fill the world with his low- 
ing." 


Smoking, Ceremonial Custom 
Students of the subject believe 
that Indians did not smoke for 
pleasure. Tobacco smoking was a 
ceremonial custom associated with 
councils, treaty - making, public 
functions, religion and medical 
practice. 


Forks Placed Tines Downward 

The forks at Balmoral castle are 
always placed with the tines down- 
ward. This was a rule inaugurated 
by the late King Edward after the 
points of a fork had caught in the 
flowing sleeve of a woman guest of 
honor.

Can you tell me the difference 
between the ordinary window glass 
and the so-called better type? 

There are different grades of or- 
dinary window glass. Some is clear- 
er than others and this is some- 
thing that every prospective owner 
should look into when building or 
buying a bouse. There is also a 
difference in better grades of glass 
as some glass is more efficient than 
others. The ultra-violet rays found 
in the better type glass is most 
beneficial and should be used in 
more houses. Tbere is also a 
sound resisting glass, that many 
would appreciate having in their 
windows. These better grades of 
window glass are not used by the 
average builder and the only way 
an owner can be sure of better 
glass is to specify It and see that 
it contains t lie maker's label. 


Our brick steps have cement 
spilled over them which does not 
look very good. Can you suggest 
a way to remove this cement? 

If the steps are not too bad they 
might be cleaned with a weak solu- 
tion of muriatic acid and a good 
stiff-bristled brush. The acid is 
mixed with water in the proportion 
of 1 part acid to 6 or S parts water. 
Be careful not to scrub the mortar 
joints too much as the acid will 
oat them out. After you are through 
wash tlie brickwork thoroughly 
with clean water. 

We would like to remove a par- 
tition between two rooms so as to 
make a large living room. Will this 
be much of a job? 

The first tiling you must deter- 
mine is whether it Is a bearing 
partition in which case you would 
have to provide a beam of sufficient 
strength to carry the load of floor 
above. Tho ends of tills beam 
would have to have proper sup- 
ports. However if the partition Is 
non-bearing t lie job is comparative- 
ly simple. To avoid plastering the 
ceiling you might put In a false 
beam to cover brouk. Tho floor 
would have to tie patched and tills 
could lie done so It would hardly be 
noticeable.

Fixture Color Is Key 

“Our experience lias been that home 
owners who go about their choice of 
colors systematically get tlie best re- 
sults.” "The first step should be the 
selection of tlie color for the fixtures. 
Today, there is a wide range to choose 
from In modern fixtures. For exam- 
ple. you can obtain any 'Standard' 
fixture in any one of ten beautiful 
colors. This selection includes ivory, 
brown, green, rose, dark blue, corallin, 
orchid, dark red. black and white. 

“Naturally, your selection will de- 
pend a great deal on your own de- 
sire for color and harmony. You can 
get a good idea of just what you want 
from the color samples which your 
local Master Plumber cun show you. 
These are the same material as the 
fixtures anti of sufficient size to en- 
able you to visualize the appearance 
of the fixture. At the same time, your 
Master Plumber can show samples 
of tho tile. 

Mistake to Match Tile 

"It Is a mistake, and a common 
one. to attempt to match tlie j-olor of 
the plumbing fixtures with the tile or 
other wall material. Except in rare 
cases an exact match with the fix- 
tures is not possible, and, even if it 
were, the results would not bo satis- 
factory. It is just as logical to try 
and match the fixtures 111 tlie living 
room with color of the wall. The 
background should provide contrast 
which will bring out tlte beauty of tlie 
plumbing fixtures and not lose it in a 
similar background or against plain 
white. . 

“Basing this advice on our own ex- 
perience with the color In the bath- 
room and the kitchen." Mr. Lane con- 
cludes. "the two main factors are 
simplicity and contrast. Wherever col- 
or is used with proper consideration 
to these two cardinal principles it 
has been a great Tnctor in adding to 
tlie appearance of tlie bathroom." 


Building Specifications 


The purpose of this column is 
to present general specifica- 
tions for building and mod- 
ernizing. Readers might like 
to save tills series for future 
reference. 

INTERIOR FINISH 

All interior wood finish for tho va- 
rious rooms as specified to consist 
o! best quality plain white oak, and 
best grade of N. ('. pine free from 
shakes, knots or other imperfections 
and to be thoroughly Kiln-dried. No 
finish to be brought into tlie building 
until the building is thoroughly dried 
out and the written consent of the 
architect lias been obtained. 

Standing finish as Indicated on tlie 
drawings shall be of material speci- 
fied tint! work shall be in strict ac- 
cordance with tho full size details and 
erected in a workmanlike manner to 
the approval of llte architect. All 
finished rooms, stair halls, etc., to 
have % x 8 inch baseboards with 
I Yi inch moulding on top. Closets to 
have plain 6 inch bevel base. Door 
and window architraves to lie Yi x P, -i 
inches wide with 1'4 inch back mould- 
ing. Cornices to lie built up with 
•V, x 4 inch stock. Picture moulding 
to lie Yi x lYi Inches. Panelling to 
lie done with % x 10 inch boards to 
lie grooved out ut back as also tlie 
architraves. Box beams for ceilings 
to be :l i inch stock sizes as shown. 
Chair rails or capping to lie Yi x 3 Vi 
stock. All finish to be painted with 
a coat of lead and oil paint on back 
side before erecting and all is to bo 
in accordance with full size details. 

Build cabinets for kitchen and linen 
closet ns shown and also shelves for 
all closets. Counter shelves to bo 24 
inches wide with cupboards mid 
drawers under and cupboard shelves 
above to be 12 Inches wide. Doors to 
be Hi inches thick and panelled ns 
shown. Closets to have 10 inclt shelf 
across liack with 4 inch hook strip 
under. Knelt closet to lie provided 
with hard wood pole its full width. All 
to tie according lo full size details. 

Blair- to lo- built in first class man- 
lier with housed treads, risers and 
Imliislrndo all as per details. Blair 
treads to lie finished like floors. The 
tread; and risers and buck boards of 
cabinet - to lie painted with lead anil

Planting Hints No. 11 

Peonies 

To secure tho best and biggest 
blooms from your Peonies the soil 
should be well prepared in advance 
of planting. Any good soil will do if 
tlie bed is well drained and dug to a 
depth of IS inches and have 5 or 6 
inches of well-rotted cow manure 
placed In the bottom. This manure 
should be covered with 4 Inches of 
soil to prevent direct contact of the 
manure and roots. Mix about 10 per 
cent of well-rotted manure or leaf 
mould with the rest of tlie soil and 
plant the Peonies. 

Peonies are best planted during 
September and October. Plant the 
“roots” about three Inches under the 
surface and two to three feet apart. 
Tills gives them room to develop. 
Peonies are extremely hardy and need 
no protection after tlie first winter. 
They bloom better if the tuber is ex- 
posed. Tlie tendency is to plant peo- 
nies too deep and tlie consequence is 
they will not bloom. 

Tile after care of peonies is also 
important. Whefti tlie ground be- 
comes workable in tho spring dig tho 
soil around the plants to a depth of 
in inclt or two and work in some well- 
rotted manure or bone meal, taking 
cure to keep the fertilizer away from 
the crown. Peonies like a lot of mois- 
ture and tifter the buds have formed 
in application of liquid manure onco 
a week will produce larger and more 
brilliant blossoms. To get largo flow- 
ers pick off tlie lateral buds and thus 
throw the strength into the top buds.

Twilight Service 

Opens Meeting 

The solution for the turmoil and 
complexities of modern civilization 
will he found “through the calming 
of the passions and the fears of men 
and through the growth of love in 
their hearts." rather than in "heated 
and excited search for new theories 
of living." the Rev. Dana McLean 
Greeley, minister of the Arlington 
Street Church, said at the Twilight 
Service held by members of the Mass- 
achusetts State Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs Sunday night m the New 
Ocean House in Swampscott. 

The meeting was one of many in- 
novations in the Annual three-day May 
Convention of the Federation this sea- 
son. Mr. Greeley took as his subject. 
“The Lord’s Requirements." using as 
a text. "What does the Lord require 
of thee hilt to do justly, to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly before thy God?” 
He said in part: 

"The secret of successful living lies 
in an allegiance to the humblest of 
values and in the discovery, not of 
class responsibilities or social pana- 
ceas. hut of the conquest, not of na- 
tions or of patterns of civilization, but 
of the self. 

“No nation on earth can assume 
priority over the most contrite of Its 
citizens: the citizen must come before 
the nation. Shall we he saved by the 
name or the method of Presbyterian- 
ism. or Eplscopalinnlsm. of Unttarian- 
ism. or Buchmanlsm? Will the Lord 
he pleased with eight years of dem- 
ocracy. or with 16 years of the resto- 
ration of republicanism, or would so- 
cialism or communism or capitalism 
or fascism or technocracy more 
promptly placate the high God? 

"Immediately the words of Christ 
ring in our ears: 'The Kingdom of 
Cod cometh not with observation: 
Neither shall they say. “Lo, here! 
or I.o there"! for behold, the Kingdom 
of God Is within you.’ ” 

With these challenging utterances 
— heard by many clubwomen, their 
husbands, and their daughters who 
availed themselves of a week-end at 
the New Ocean House. Swampscott — 
was ushered In the series of addresses 
hv many Informed speakers who chal- 
lenged. In their turn, the attention and 
consideration of their hearers during 
three lmsv days. Monday. May 17th. 
through Wednesday, the 19th. 

In the familiar surroundings of the 
Convention Hall, which 1ms been 
adapted from a garage to a most com- 
fortable meeting place for an organ- 
ization. represented this year by more 
than 3.500 clubwomen,— a total at- 
tendance of 3.521 to be exact — the 
Monday morning session opened for- 


mally at 10 o’clock, with the State 
president, Mrs. John H. Kimball, pre- 
siding. 

The stage Itself has become dressed 
up with a green canopy top, and with 
green-draped posts at the corners, 
an attractive, cool setting, enhanced, 
wltii cedars and palms as decorations, 
and with two large, beautiful bou- 
quets in front of the speaker’s stand. 

The eager audience gathered here 
thrilled at the thought of hearing Lord 
Dudley Marley, of England, speak 
upon “The Changing British Empire.” 
Greatly to their delight they heard 
this distinguished Britisher, leader of 
the British Liberals, praise the system 
of government founded in 1776 by 
our forefathers, and admonish the 
Federation to maintain It, saying, 
“Let me beg of you to hold tight to 
that democracy: the essence of demo- 
cracy is criticism. Such a nation- 
wide discussion as is now going on 
concerning the Supreme Court,” he 
said "would not he allowed In Ger- 
many. This convention would not be 
allowed!” He urged comparison of , 
democracy with dictatorship, and as- 
serted that “the dictator type of gov- 
ernment is a threat to democracy.” 

“The democracies of Europe must j 
build up such powerful forces within 
their own countries." declared Lord 
Marley. "that such totalitarian states 1 
as Italy and Germany won’t dare to 
break the peace. 

“The emergency In Europe is the 
rising of new types of states — that is, 
totalitarian states, which are the very 
antithesis of democracy. War solves 
no problems but creates new and 
worse ones. Totalitarian states are 
attempting to confuse the Issues of 
democracy and therefore the para- 
mount issue is that of democracy ver- , 
sub dictatorship." 

He gave a startling warning that . 
victory of General Ramon Franco's 
rebels in Spain would threaten the 
freedom of the Atlantic by giving con- 
trol to Italy and Germany, a possi- 
bility which he described as a threat 
to both Great Britain and the United 
States; that the British government 
had been “very slow at arriving at , 
this simple fact, and that German and 
Italian domination of Spain would 
make It impossible for Britain to re- 
tain control at Gibraltar and in the 
Mediterranean.” 

He also Interpreted the recent trip 
of President Roosevelt to South 
America as an out-and-out declaration 
that the United States was not willing 
for any dictatorship in South Amer- | 
ican countries. 

In the next war. “the safest place 
will be In the front line trenches. | 
and the most dangerous will be In 
the homes and the villages.” he said, j 
using as an Illustration the present 
conflict in Spain in which the primary 
attack is on women and children," he 
added. 

In honor of Lord Marley. the as- 
sembly had sung "God Save the King.” 
just preceding Ills presentation as 
speaker. 

Among the reports of officers that 
of the treasurer, Mrs. Charles L. Ful- 
ler. of Brockton, gave many interest- i 
Ing facts. The total disbursements 
for the year were $10,874.46. with a 1 
bank balance of $1395. SO. The total 1 
amount of the Maria Gray Kimball 
peace fund, started last fall, including 
interest on deposits, is now $1077.41. 
representing contributions of from $1 
to $4S each from many clubs. It was 
also announced that $1,201 had been 
donated to the Emergency Peace Cam- 
paign in honor of the president. Mrs. 
Kimball, the money to he used with- 
in the State. 

In her annual report given at the 
Monday afternoon session, the presi- 
dent. Mrs. Kimball recommended that 
each club undertake a comprehensive 
survey of its own community In re- 
gard to its assets and needs, including 
such things as art Interests, litera- 
ture. music and all other departments 
of Federation work with a view to 
raising the standard of community life. 
Returns front various clubs replying 
to the president's annual question- 
naire as to philanthropic contribu- 
tions showed a total of $95,301 given 
to such causes as hospitals, scholar- 
ships. public welfare. local charities, 
foreign causes, Red Cross, disabled 
veterans, and public health. 

The specific sums were distributed 
ns follows: $8,380 to hospitals: $33.- 
540.33 to scholarships: $11,609.42 to 
public welfare: $13,573.57 to local 
charities: $56 to foreign relief: $3.- 
973.50 to Rod Cross: $2,573.06 to dis- 
abled soldiers: $10,153.60 to public 
health: $11,693.78 to other contribu- 
tions.

Public 
Safety — all with inspiring, if brief, 
messages of achievements and aims. 
Greetings from Mrs. William Brown 
Melonev. Editor of THIS WEEK, gave j 
a new angle, and then Mrs. Lawson 
closed the Radio Hour in another 
word, "Looking Forward”; with 
“America, the Beautiful," ending the 
hour in musical sign-off. 

Perhaps the most noticeable thing 
about all these speeches over the ra- 
dio was that the 17 leaders speaking 
urged "Respect for the Constitution of 
the United States." extension of Civil 
Service, levelling of capital and labor, 
and' stamping out of child marriages. 

Mrs Jefferson D. Atwood, of Wash- 
ington. D. C.. chairman of American 
Citizenship, said: . 

"It is regrettable that this cele- 
bration (nation-wide observance of 
the 150th anniversary of the framing 
of the Constitution) could not have 
come earlier, as it might have served 
to prevent countless American citi- 
zens lapsing into an indifferent atti- 
tude toward the ultimate fate of some 
of the basic principles on which the 
government was established and by 
which it has functioned so efficiently 
a century and a half 

"The department of American Citi- 
zenship is stressing a study of the 
Constitution and the American sys- 
tem of government." 

“If our liberty is to continue to be 
guarded through law. if our education 
for living is to bring contentment in- 
stead of conflict and insecurity, our 
legislators must safeguard the rights 
and need of every group without 
prejudice," declared Mrs. William 
Dick Sporborg, of Port Chester. N. Y.. 
Legislation chairman. 

“No one group should be encouraged 
or permitted to dominate another, and 
that holds just as good for labor as 
for industry. Just as good for manu- 
facturer, distributor, and consumer.” 

"Write your Representative in 
Washington and have a say in the 
mass of legislation they toss into the 
hopper." advised Mrs Sporborg “Bet- 
ter praise 'em a little bit. too. Noth- 
ing gets them like pointing to their 
records with pride. It doesn't help to 
warn them they will not be there 
next session." 

Mrs. Norman Hastings, of ltoslin- 
dalo. Mass., chairman of the Ameri- 
can Home department, said. “We need 
more of the old-fashioned marriages, 
those which followed that part of the 
ceremony which reads 'until death us 
do part.' and not the kind so preva- 
lent today 'until the judge do us 
part.' ” 

“We have been shocked by reports | 
of child marriages. The Federation is 
working for better marriage and di- j 
vorce laws ami more harmonious 
homes." 

"Can we have lasting and ideal I 
homes when a little girl of nine is 
allowed to marry a hoy of 22. or when 
girls of 14 who think they are in 
love are permitted to leave school and 
marry hoys of 15 or 16? 

"These children are robbed of their 
rightful heritage, and education and 
opportunities for improvement, of 
which there are so many in these 
United States, so that they may bring 
Into the world children who will be an 
asset to society." 

"The shrewdest publicity expert in 
the world today now occupies the 
White House," declared Miss Vella) 
Winner. "Does he know how to in- 
fluence public opinion? Well, there's 
last November third!" 

The establishment of a National 
Academy of Public Affairs was urged 
by Mrs John I, Whitehurst, of Balti- 
more, chairman of Education 

Representative Wesley E. Disney 
(D.) of Oklahoma has introduced a 
bill in Congress along lines recom- 
mended by Mrs. Lawson who is the 
originator of the idea, and Mrs. White- 
hurst. for an Institution in Washing- 
ton. similar to those at West Point 
and Annapolis, for the training of 
men and women for public activity in 
administrative affairs with a view to 
career service. The bill calls for an i 
initial expenditure of $5,000,000 and 
provides for the nomination of candi- 
dates, one a year by each Congress- 
man. two by each Senator, and 50 by 
the President. 

In this connection, an Editorial in j 
a Tulsa newspaper of April 27th, is j 
worthy of the consideration of club- 
women 

A national college for civil service 
bus beeu proposed in a bill by Con- 
gressman Wesley Disney It provides 
for crcution of a college where young 
men and women would train for gov- 
ernment jobs. Just as West Point 
trains for the army and Annapolis for 
the navy. 

The American people support these 
two colleges which educate young men 
to protect our country by force of ; 
arms, if necessary. But how many 
times has the youth of America been 
called upon to go to war? They man 
the ships, it is true, which guard our 
coast and mnko second lieutenants i 
und colonels for the army. Mr. DIs- ! 
ney says we do not have the equiva- 
lent for our civil service 

Until the question of trained per- j 
sound for government service began ( 
to be discussed seriously, It wus I 
rather universally accepted that no 
one needed lo know anything special 
to run the business of government. , 
Ju i myope who happened to bn a 1 
friend of a friend of a person who 
had influence with the party in power j 
lit th» tine- could do the people’s busl- ] 


ness And Mr. Disney Is quite right 
In his contention that the United 
States of America, the biggest single 
business In the world, is entitled to 
trained people In Its service. 

We question the wisdom of a sep- 
arate college for that training. We 
have some forty state universities. 
Wlmt are they but the people’s col- 
leges? Several of these linve depart- | 
ments of government. The last few 
years have seen a strengthening of I 
these departments. Government is 
coming to be a career in the United 
States. 

If anyone doubts for a moment that 
such a national college for civil serv- 
ice as Mr. Disney suggests would he 
dominated by the party in power, look 
at our several state universities which 
have their periodic upheavals. But 
with our state universities, at least 
we have some forty brands of up- 
heaval. And no one brand dominates 
the whole at any one time. 

West Point and Annapolis are col- 
leges where orders are given; theirs 
not to question why or what. And 
it appears inevitable that any nation- 
al college even for so good and worthy 
a purpose as educating public officials, 
could not be a free agent to inspire 
young men and women to do their 
own thinking. 

We have some forty campuses in 
the country where young men and 
women are being trained for citizen- 
ship at state expense. The machin- 
ery is all there to train for public of- 
fice. 

The danger of a national college for 
civil service is that it will do just 
that (train to pass a Civil Service 
examination) : become so involved in 
the machinery of government that it 
will lose the long perspective, the 
sound intelligence and the broad un- 
derstanding of government for all the 
people. 

By all means, let's emphasize train- 
ing for public office. Let’s make it 
a high and consecrated and respected 
profession. But also let’s protect It 
from domination hy any one school 
of political thought.

Miss Peck gave an interest- 
ing description of tho present pro- 
gram of the Child Hygiene Depart- 
ment and the use it is making of 
Federal funds. Health Units, consist- 
ing of a doctor, public health nurse, 
dentist and nutritionist are being 
sent to communities all over the state, 
examining very thoroughly groups of 
small children to determine their 
physical health. When unhealthy 
conditions are found a nurse proceeds 
to help correct them. 

Some of the money is also used to 
extend the public health education 
of nurses already employed so that 
they may be better able to meet the 
needs of their respective communities. 

Plans are also being inaugurated to 
give public health courses to pros- 
pective health officers bv Harvard 
University and the State Health De- 
partment. 


Estonia is of especial interest to 
Mass. W. C. T. U. members, at this 
time, as one of the most significant 
features of tho World W. C. T. U. 
Convention to be held at Washing- 
ton, D. C. June 8-18 inclusive, will bo 
an Impressive expression of the inter- 
national comradeship which has been 
a dominant note in the W. O'.

LaSalle Breaks 
Stock Car Record 

A stock passenger car and a driv- 
ing veteran, who has been tho most 
important race figure in Indianapolis 
Speedway history, combined recently 
, to launch the Silver Anniversary of 
tlie 500-mlle automobile race. Ralph 
I Dol’alma, tho racing vet, who In tho 
first 500-mile race ‘in 1911 averaged 
*1.13 miles an hour in an especially 
built race car. returned to the bricks 
to pilot a strictly stock LaSalle V-8 
over tho distance. 

Without striving for high speed in 
it run designed to bring out progress 
in endurance and reliability of the 
modern passenger car, DePalma, now 
55 years old, not only topped his 
original mark but also eclipsed the 
74.59 m.p.h. record of Ray Harroun, 
winner of the event that year. 

Tho run was sanctioned by the 
American Automobile Association, 
which verified the stock classification 
and time. Observers selected a La- 
Salle convertible coupe at random 
from the assembly lines of tho Ca- 
dillac Motor Car Division, tore it down 
and checked parts against the stock 
list contained in A. M. A. specifica- 
tions. From that time until comple- 
tion of tlie test, tlie car was under 
constant supervision by 3-A officials. 

“In picking tlie LaSalle for a run 
that commemorates the 26th race (the 
'500' was abandoned during tlie war), 
we acted according to a well laid 
Plan.” DePalma explained. “We 
wanted to show a modern passenger 
car. without any special tinkering, 
could more than hold Its own with the 
race cars that were born of months 
of preparation and an expenditure of 
thousands of dollars. At the same 
time we did not care to expose our- 
selves to the possibility of failure. We 
agreed on the LaSalle v-s because of 
its known reputation for reliability. 

"Another point involved was to con- 
trast tlie comfort of the present-day 
Passenger car against tho physical 
beating race drivers still accept as 
Part of their lot. Here, also, the La- 
Salle filled tho bill." 

Tlie sharp difference between tho 
Simplex DePalma drove In 1911 em- 
phasizes LaSalle's contribution to tho 
annals of motoring. The Simplex 
cost $15,000, not considering the labor 
t hnt went into Its construction. Tho 
LaSalle V-8 bases at $1,095 delivered 
in Detroit. 

The Simplex had a piston displace- 
ment of 597 cubic inches. Tlie La- 
Sulle has 322. The Simplex ran 
"stripped." without top or fenders, and 
weighed 2800 pounds. Tho LaSullo 
carried a complete passongor car 
body and equipment just as it stands 
on the dealer's floor and run with top 
up. It weighed 3897 pounds. 

At tlie conclusion of tho run, Gen- 
eral Manager T. E. Myers of the 
Speedway announced tlie LaSalle bus 
been selected us the official paco- 
niaker of this year’s race.

Georgia’* Tobacco Road 

Does Not Cross Stream* 

Tobacco road is more than a fic- 
tional name. For more than a cen- 
tury before it became famous as 
the name of a novel it stretched 
its serpentine length for miles over 
Georgia's red-clay hilltops. It was 
constructed for the purpose of trans- 
porting tobacco from Georgia farms 
to the nearest and most accessible 
shipping point on tlie Savannah riv- 
er, states a writer in the New York 
Times. 

It is a sand-clay thoroughfare 
that carries a fair burden of traffic, 
although it is not one of the state’s 
main highways. It extends from 
Northern Georgia to New Savannah, 
an old settlement and shipping point 
on the river a few miles below 
Augusta, which was established 
prior to 1803, since it is shown on 
maps published in that yea.-. Its 
location was chosen because it is 
immediately below the shoals in 
Richmond county, which evidently 
were not always navigable at that 
time. Tobacco road was doubtless 
responsible in part for the settle- 
ment and certainly for its period 
of active existence. 

Tobacco road passes through 
many fertile farms and wooded 
areas of slash pine, oaks and other 
native trees. One of its most 
striking peculiarities, which is a 
tribute to those who routed it and 
to the patience of those who used 
it, is that it never crosses a stream. 
It circuitously follows the high- 
lands, and crosses Richmond coun- 
ty, of which Augusta is the seat, 
on a ridge almost midway between 
two creeks. Tobacco would have 
been ruined had it got wet. Con- 
struction of bridges in that day was 
almost prohibitively difficult and the 
only method of crossing streams 
was by fording in shallow places. 
The primitive way of transporting 
tobacco provided little or no pro- 
tection against water. Therefore 
water was avoided. 


Swam Strait Every Night 

to Visit His Sweetheart 
Hero was a priestess of v enus. 
Leander, a youth of Abydos, a fa- 
mous city on the Asiatic side of the 
strait of the Hellespont, nearly op- 
posite the city of Sestos on the Eu- 
ropean coast, where he first saw 
Hero. It appears to have been a 
case of love at first sight, and an 
intensely ardent one at that, de- 
clares a writer in the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. Hern’s office as priest- 
ess, and the resolute opposition of 
her parents stood in the way of their 
union, cold and s rong as the swift 
current of the Hellespont, which at 
its narrowest point is swift and 
deep and about one and one-fourth 
miles wide. Undaunted by all these 
obstacles, Leander swam across the 
strait every night to visit his be- 
loved, who directed his course by 
holding a torch from the upper win- 
dow of a tower on the shore. After 
many delightful meetings, the daunt- 
less love: was drowned one stormy 
night, and his body was washed 
ashore at the foot of the tower 
where Hero stood, expecting him. 
Heartbroken at the sight, she flung 
herself from tlie iower into the 
sea, and passed with her lover into 
the immortality of art and song. 


Kit Carson’s Service 
On June 7, 18-17, Kit Carson de- 
livered to President Polk a letter 
which, with important military des- 
patches, he had carried to Wash- 
ington from California. In recogni- 
tion of this service, the President 
appointed Carson, then a private 
citizen, as an army lieutenant. The 
next year, while again en route to 
Washington with despatches, Car- 
son learned that the senate had 
denied confirmat'on of his appoint- 
ment. Urged by friends to refuse to 
proceed farther, Carson writes that 
he decided: "As I had been chosen 
as the most competent person to 
take the despatches through -afely, 
I would fulfill that duty; if the 
service I was performing was bene- 
ficial to the public, it did not i atter 
whether I was enjoying the rank of 
lieutenant.” 


Adirondack Park 
Some of the land withir. he Adi- 
rondack park region has always 
been held by the State of New York, 
other areas were acquired from 
time to time through tax sales, es- 
pecially in the years 1871 and 1877. 
It was not until 1885 that the state 
created the forest preserve by law, 
and the first appropriation, of $25,- 
000, for buying land was made in 
1890. Since that time, says Literary 
Digest, the state has constantly in- 
creased its holdings until the park 
area now comprises 7,500 sq. miles, 
or about one-seventh of the area of 
th« state. 


Oldest Monastery 
The Egyptian Coptic church, the 
World’s oldest Christian church, 
conducts the world’s oldest monas- 
tery. It is St. Anthony’s, found- 
ed in the Fourth century and located 
about 200 i. iles south of Suez near 
the Red Sea. From this church the 
"Abuna” or head of the Abyssinian 
church used to be chosen.

One hundred years ago govern- 
ment land offices in the West were 
notoriously corrupt and agents sent 
out from Washington reported many 
irregularities in bookkeeping, fraud- 
ulent land purchases and defalca- 
tions umong the men administering 
tlie land office.

In a different case, wns 
found in a Boston pawnshop by Cap- 
tain Goode of tlie Nowton police. It 
hnd been pawned by Moorhead. The 
defendant testified that the wntch had 
been given to him and that he was un- 
aware that it had beon stolen.

Chapter Plans 
Active Campaign 


Newton Chapter of the Massacliu 
setts Safety Council held a meeting 
Inst Thursday night at City Hall. 
General Daniel Needham, chairman of 
the chaptor. presided. Richard J 
Dunn of 300 Waverloy ave. was elect- 
ed vice-chairman of the Newton Chap- 
ter. Mr. Dunn is a vice president of 
the Lumbermen's Mutual Insurance 
Company, its New England counsel 
and has a wide reputation as an au- 
thority on the subjects of automobile 
accidents and traffic safety. He is a 
lecturer on Insurance law at Boston 
College Law School. 

General Needham received the char- 
ter for Newton Chapter from Lewis 
E. MacBrayne. executive of the Mass. 
Snfety Council. He explained that 
the staff of the W. P. A. Traffic Sur- 
vey Project for Massachusetts had 
completed a survey of accidents which 
occurred in Newton during 1935 and 
1936, thus extending the trafllc sur- 
vey of this city to the first of this 
year. This activity was explained by 
Mr. ' Pecker, a resident of this city, 
who is in charge of the WPA survey 
here. Ho said a lot of statistics have 
been gathered In connection with the 
survey. He commented that some peo- 
ple jeer at statistics because they 
don’t properly interpret them. He 
gave an outline for the WPA safety 
project work, and said the two things 
which have caused most opposition 
have been trafllc lights and parking 
restrictions. He stated that merchants 
have learned not to oppose parking 
regulations, because such restrictions 
aid business by providing parking 
space for customers. He also assert- 
ed that one-third of traffic lights cause 
anecidents instead of preventing them. 

Richard J. Dunn, in accepting the 
office of vice-chairman said that in 
the accident record of last year New- 
ton stood 8th in cities of Its popula- 
tion class In Massachusetts; below in- 
dustrial cities such as Lowell, Fall 
River and New Bedford, and that he 
believes something is wrong, consid- 
ering the high character of Newton. 
Ho stated that It is the goal of the 
Safety Chapter to bring Newton to 
first place In its class, as regards 
highway safety. He told of having 
formerly resided near Evanston, Illi- 
nois, a suburb of Chicago, just as 
Newton is to Boston. Evanston has 
achieved an outstanding record for 
highway safety because its residents 
co-operate with an efficient police de- 
partment. Ho explained that a num- 
ber of sub-committees are being or- 
ganized within the Newton Safety 
Chapter, each of which will deal with 
a particular problem. These commit- 
tees are as follows; Child Education, 
Raymond Green, chairman; Mrs. Wal- 
ton S. Red field, vice chairman; police, 
Chief Michael Hughes, chairman; en- 
gineering. Alfred N. Miner, chairman; 
Adult Education. Mrs. J. Earl Parker, 
chairman; accident facts, Charles S. 
Warren, chairman; Enforcement Reg- 
ulations, Rupert Thompson, chairman; 
Publicity. Edward H. Powers, chair- 
man. 

Mr. Dunn said that the traffic survey 
shows that B0% of automobile acci- 
dents in Newton occur on seven 
streets; that 34% of the victims are 
pedestrians, and that the danger hour 
is between 5 and 6 p. m. He suggest- 
ed that the police be most alert on 
traffic regulation during tliut hour. He 
said speeding is the chief cause of ac- 
cidents, drunken drivers causing fewer 
than many people suppose. 

General Needham urged publicity 
as the most effective way to get the 
public co-operating in the safety cam- 
paign. Members of the Chapter must 
make a big "safety ripple” spread over 
the entire city. A list of speakers 
will bo selected who will address all 
organizations in Newton. Mr. Need- 
ham suggested that as many Newton 
policemen as possible take the two 
weeks’ course to he given by the Har- 
vard Bureau for Trafllc Research next 
August. He said the city government 
should appropriate money to cnuble 
policemen to take rite course, and that 
it will be money well spent. He also 
advocated necessary tinanclng of truffle 
education tu schools which is being

Historic Pageant In Honor of 
Educator 

A memorial tablet to Horace Mann, 
designed by Lorado Taft, was un- 
veiled on Tuesday evening at the Hor- 
ace Mann School, Newtonville, as a 
part of the Historical pageant held 
that evening in honor of the great ed- 
ucator who once lived on Chestnut st., 
West Newton. The tablet which was 
placed in the first floor corridor of 
the building was given by the chil- 
dren and friends of the Horace Mann 
district which includes the Claflln 
School. 

The pageant, presented by the pupils 
of the Horace Mann School, demon- 
strated the methods of the earlier 
schools in Massachusetts and the in- 
fluence which Horace Mann had in 
developing modern educational prac- 
tice. The main feature was the repre- 
sentation of an old fashioned school 
room and hearing of classes accord- 
ing to early teaching practice, which 
greatly Interested and amused the 
audience. Old songs In which the au- 
dience joined were sung and the min- 
uet and Virginia reel were demonstra- 
ted by a group of ten boys and girls. 

There was also an historical ex- 
hibit loaned by parents and friends 
of the school which contained a great 
variety of the equipment in the home 
and the schools of early Massachu- 
setts life. 

Mr. Frank Chase, the first prin- 
cipal of the school, was present, also 
Principal O. W. Brainard and Mr. Ju- 
lius E. Warren, Superintendent of 
Newton public schools, all of whom 
spoke briefly on the significance of the 
occasion. 

A similar pageant had been held at 
the Claflln School last Friday after- 
noon in which old school methods were 
contrasted with the modern school with 
all its varied child interest activities.

Police Catch 
Thief After 8 
Mile Pursuit 


Patrolman Dnve Dalton of the New- 
ton police, who captured a burglar af- 
ter a short foot chase at Waban on 
the night of May 31. caught an auto- 
mobile thief early Sunday morning af- 
ter chasing him 8 miles in an exciting 
chase which started at Commonwealth 
ave. and Wnlnut st.. Newton Centre, 
and continued over West Newton hill, 
down Watertown st. through West 
Newton.

At Kenslnglon st. Dalton drew abreast 
of the fleeing car but the pursued 
driver tried to force the police car 
off the road. At North Reacon and 
Brook sts.. Faneuil the driver of the 
fugitive car turned West toward Wa- 
tertown, crushed into an iron fence at 
tlie arsenal, leaped from the car and 
tried to flee on foot. Ho was caught by 
Dalton and Greeley The captive had 
a severe cut on his nose. The car 
he was driving had been stolen from 
tlie garage of Otto Hansen, 105 Aus- 
tin st., Newtonville. 

He was Identified as Victor Stanl- 
slovoltls, 23. of Aspinwall st., Dor- 
chester, who had been* arrested last 
April at Chestnut Hill by Patrolman 
Phillips, assigned to special duty in 
that section after many homes had 
been burglarized. The prisoner was 
paroled on March 2, 1936 from State 
Prison after having served 5 years for 
armed robbery. The State Parole 
Board did not return Stanislovaltts to 
prison to serve the unexpired part of 
ills 5 to 12 years sentence. Instead, 
the Parole Board Informed the New- 
ton police that the Dorchester man 
was to become a sailor. 

After Stanislovaltls bad been placed 
In a cell, lie bung himself from the 
bars of the cell by means of his 
sweater. He was discovered by Offi- 
cer Geagan before he received any 
strangulation effects. He was ar- 
raigned in the Newton court on Mon- 
day and held in $10,000 bonds for tlie 
grand jury.

Aide rman McCabe Criticises 
Mayor Childs For His Attitude 
Toward Police Department 

Asserts That Mayor’s Deference To Mechanic Cullen Injures 
Morale of Department 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. Alderman 
McCabe of Ward ] read a prepared 
criticism of Mayor Childs for the al- 
leged favoritism he has been showing 
to Sergeant Bart Cullen, mechanic of 
the police department. At previous 
meetings during the past year refer- 
ences bad been made to the condition 
in the police department to which Mc- 
Cabe referred. The statement made 
by the Ward 1 alderman is as fol- 
lows : 

"Gentlemen of the Board of Aider- 
men, 

"In the past week our city has been 
subjected to a lot of ridicule because 
of the conduct of some of Its paid 
servants We of this board are un- 
paid and properly so. and I think as 
a whole we resent such unnecessary 
and disgraceful situations. 

“Let me read some of the press 
comments. (He produced a newspa- 
per clipping and read the story of 
the police car windows.) 

“The Sergeant-Mechanic is free to 
do as he likes with the exception of 
such supervision as the Mayor Is able 
to give him. He operates indepen- 
dently of the Chief of Police and is 
answerable only to the Mayor. This I 
think must be recognized as not a 
very good situation in any disciplined 
body. 

"Let me quote from the Mayor’s 

speech of Jan. 1. 1936. 'The police

“Take the matter of the Mayor’s 
recommendation for lieutenant- 
mechanic. If that went through he 
would be over all our police sergeants 
who are on the whole a credit to the 
city. 

"Also, in case of a vacancy of cap- 
tain or chief, as our force stands now, 
the three lieutenants and all the ser- 
geants would be eligible to take the 
examination for promotion. This man 
does not do any police work as we 
know it. He is home every night, and 
we have sergeants who have never 
done any day duty, for example. Ser- 
geant Rannon who. has been, giving 
us excellent service at night for 27 
years. Were this sergeant-mechanic 
promoted lieutenant, there wouLl then 
be four lieutenants, and as 1 under- 
stand civil service regulations, if the 
next lower group contains four or 
more, only those in that group are 
permitted to take the examination for 
captain and chief, and all the ser- 
geants would be out of it. 

"In conclusion let me say that my 
governmental philosophy is very sim- 
ple. If a thing is right I am for it. 
If it is wrong, I am very much 
against it. This situation which I 
have attempted to show is all wroug, 
and I am thoroughly against it."

better job than he Is doing right 
now. and under difficulties that the 
sergeant-mechanic and his superior 
make for him. 

“Let us go back to the 1935 bud- 
get. At that time the police cars 
were in a disgraceful condition. Then 
Mayor Weeks asked the Board to give 
the sergeant-mechanic a helper to help 
keep the cars In shape. The Board 
did this and this man is a real me- 
chanic. although It was not intended 
that lie should be. 

"In the 1936 budget the cars were 
not much better if any. than in 1935. 
In 1937 the cars were kept in better 
shape, but it must be noted that the 
helper lias done a great deal of the 
mechanical work and the cars were 
washed by four men from the Welfare 
Department. 

“In 1936 the Mayor recommended 
the sergeant-mechanic be made a 
lieutenant-mechanic. This the Board 
turned down unanimously. That was 
creditable action According to the 
sergeant-mechanic's letter of Fet* 15. 
1937. he purchases all automobile sup- 
plies for the Police Department. In- 
cluding radio equipment. His knowl- 
edge of radio equipment Is little. 

"The Board of Aldermen (Joes not 
know of the automobile purchases be- 
cause it is handled by the Mayor and 
the sergeant-mechanic. Take the mat- 
ter of motorcycles. The sergeant-me- 
chanic bought Indian Scouts. It is a 
good motorcycle, but Indian Chiefs 
are better for police work because 
they can more efficiently carry a side 
car. It is my understanding there are 
no side cars for these Indian Scouts. 
It is dangerous for any motorcycle to 
operate in rainy weather when the 
streets are all wet. and the same ap- 
plies to streets that are snow-covered 
and Ice-covered. The motorcycle with- 
out side car is out of the picture un- 


meeting was to discuss a 10-year pro- 
gram of school construction as rec- 
ommended by Mayor Childs some 
months ago. Comptroller of Accounts 
White was present and submitted fig- 
ures to show how a $2,000,000 pro- 
gram of school construction can be 
carried out over a period of 10 years 
without increasing the city debt by 
having the expenses of new schools 
in each year being balanced by the 
retirement of present school bonds. 

The program, as discussed on Thurs- 
day night. Included proposed new 
schools at West Newton. Newton, at 
Auburndale to replace the Williams 
School, at Newton Centre to replace 
the Rice School, a new Trade School, 
an administration building, an addi- 
tion to the Burr School, and a new 
junior high school at Waban. 

It was proposed to build the much 
promised and often delayed school to 
replace the Franklin School at West 
Newton in 1938 A school, which has 
been promised for the past 8 years 
to replace the 83-year old Lincoln 
School and the 55-year cld Eliot 
School at Newton, was again pushed 
back further into the future. It 
may be built in 1939. These two 
schools were recommended over two 
years ago by the then School Commit- 
tee as the most needed, but. they were 
sidetracked for the new school at 
Oak Hill. When Mayor Childs de- 
livered his inaugural address on Jan- 
uary 1. 1936. he said planned new 
schools at West Newton and Newton 
should he built without further delay. 
Some months later the Mayor recom- 
mended that another 10-year program 
of new school construction be stud- 
ied.

Newton Republican, June 20, 1873 

At n meeting of tlie directors of the 
Brighton & Newton Railroad Company 
held at the office of Hon. Edward Ap- 
pleton, 11 Pemberton Square, Boston 
on t lie 14th Inst, it was voted that 
Dr. Mason of Brighton and J. D. 
Towle of Newton bo a committee to 
ascertain upon what terms tho land 
for the roadway can lie obtained, mid 
to open offices In t lie village of Brigh- 
ton and nt No. 33 Studio Building, 
Boston for the purpose of receiving 
subscriptions for stock In said rail- 
road, and to givo such information to 
friends of the road as may be in their 
possession. 

Tills road has been surveyed from 
a point connecting with tho Boston 
* Albany road nt Brighton, passing 
through tlie center of Brighton, on- 
ward by Strong’s nursery on Kenrick 
street at the Brlgiiton-Newton line, 
through tlie central part of Newton, 
connecting with the Albany road 
again near the Needham line, a dis- 
tance of nliout 10 miles. Arrange- 
ments have already been made with 
tlie Boston & Albany to furnish roll- 
ing stock, and operate tho road on fa- 
vorable terms. Tho proposed road 
will shorten tlie distance between Bos- 
ton and Wellesley about one milo, and 
will open up to building purposes n 
large and valuable tract of territory. 
(Tills railroad was never built. — Ed.)

Johnson knew nothing of Mr. Brown’s 
order, and when tlie barrel of naph- 
tha came, Mr. Johnson took it in 
charge, and his man drew the liquid 
from it and filled tlie lamps as usual, 
supposing it was kerosene. After 
lighting them a series of explosions 
was heard, and 15 of tho lamps anil 
their shades were badly shattered. 
Fortunately no one was Injured.

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Shortly before 1 a. m. Inst Thurs- 
day morning we were disturbed by a 
noise which wo thought was produced 
by someone blowing an uutomoblle 
horn. Tlie noise continued at irrogu- 
lar intervals and wo gavo a reverse 
blessing to tlie autolst we supposed 
was awakening our neighborhood. 
About 15 minutes later the racket 
started again. This time we won- 
dered if it could bo the police sig- 
nal located on a pole in front of Wool- 
worth's store at Nowton Corner. Tlie 
following day we learned that tho in- 
fernal racket had been produced by 
a new contraption Installed ns a lire 
alarm signal at Waltham. It is called 
a “diaphone” and had amplifiers point- 
ed North, East, South and West. 
We were getting the sound waves sent 
out by the East amplifier. Persons 
residing within a radius of 5 miles 
from Waltham were awakened by 
(he noise waves broadcast by the am- 
plifiers on tlie “diaphone.” Youths In 
Waltham with a perverted senso of 
humor, got such a thrill out of tho 
super-racket device that they turned 
in several false fire alarms on Wed- 
nesday night and early Thursday 
morning. The “diaphone” was in- 
stalled by officials of the ultra progres- 
sive city of Waltham because the big- 
bull horn which for years had served 
as tlie lire alarm signal there, has 
been less loud since it has been blown 
by compressed air instead of steam. 
Waltham in past years has had about 
as many false alarms as any place 
in Massachusetts. When it ceases us- 
ing small town methods of sounding 
noisy fire alarms, the number of false 
alarms in the Watch City will de- 
crease. 

The future of the Democratic party 
In Massachusetts would be rather du- 
bious if tlie "Young Democrats," who 
conducted themselves so decorously 
nt their annual convention in Cam- 
bridge last Saturday, become an im- 
portant factor. 

Some members of the barbers’ union 
in Boston are demanding that 75c be 
charged for a hair-cut. Hundreds of 
thousands of men who are bald, or 
nearly so, believe they are now pay- 
ing too much for having their quite 
sparse thatches trimmed. If tlie bar- 
bers double the present price for a 
hair-cut, a large percentage of the 
bald-headed clan will not hesitate to 
patronize "cut-price” barbers. Possi- 
bly. if the barbers assume t lie title 
of “Doctor." they might awe some in- 
to paying much more for a tonaorial 
operation. There is a wonderful op- 
portunity for some Inventive genius to 
perfect u clipper which will enable one 
to cut one's own hair, as Mr. Gil- 
lette's razor enabled self-shaving. 

Frequently we read that some per- 
son has been rushed a long distance 
to a Boston hospital in an automo- 
bile traveling at tremendous speed 
and escorted by State troopers and 
police of cities. One such instance 
occurred Sunday when a woman suf- 
fering from appendicitis was rushed 
30 miles from Franklin to Boston In 
40 minutes; from Hie Dedham line 
to Boston City Hospital in 7 minutes. 
The lives of hundreds of persons, 
both iu automobiles and afoot, aro en- 
dangered by such grandstand perform- 
ances. If, and when the U. S. A., in- 
cluding Massachusetts, becomes more 
civilized, such reckless stupidity will 
cease. 

The sudden death on Sunday of 
Gobinet N. Hurley of 32 Hagen rd„ 
Newton Centre, removed from this 
life a woman of exceptionally fine 
character, and one who was largely 
responsible for the planning and de- 
velopment of the splendid civic cen- 
tre at Oak Hill Village; a develop- 
ment which in future years will be 
one of the most attractive areas in 
this city. II is to be regretted that 
Miss Hurley did not live to see the 
playground and civic centre at Oak 
Hill developed and beautified as she 
had visualized it. 


Last year in this column we pub- 
lished the suggestion that the now 
playground nt Oak Hill lie named 
“Hurley Playground" as a trlbuto to 
Frank and Daniel Hurley, the largest 
donors of tlie land for this community 
centre; they gave 19 acres. For over 
a half century the Hurley brothers 
conducted a farm adjoining Boylston 
and Parker sis. at Oak Hill, and 
earned a fine reputation for industry 
and integrity. James Kingman of 
tlie Nowton Planning Board also 
urged Mayor Childs to givo deserved 
recognition to the Hurley family, and 
Herbert Kollnwny of tlie Planning 
Board strongly favors it. 

Tho death of Gobinet Hurley 
causes requests to ho made again 
that she and members of her family 
receive just recognition for their con- 
tributions to the community in which 
they toiled for so many years, and 
where future generations will benefit 
because of their public spirit. Mayor 
Childs’ action on tills matter will be 
awaited with interest. 

Wo have boon Informed that the rea- 
son the city has not removed the old 
residence of Elizabeth Spoare nt the 
corner of Walnut Park and Washing- 
ton st. is — that certain details per- 
taining to the settlement of tho estate 
lmve to he attended to. But, this does 
not justify the failure of tlie city to 
cut the grass and trim tlie shrubs at 
this property which Miss Speare do- 
nated for a small park, and which 
tlie city accepted. Miss Spearo want- 
ed tlie property to ho "a green spot." 
it is now an eyesore. 

Our old friend William F. Woodman 
died on Juno 3rd ut Ills home in Nor- 
well. For 50 years ho was ono of 
the best known citizens of Newton 
Centre, where lie conducted tlie news- 
paper agency. Geninl and sympathe- 
tic, Mr. Woodman performed many 
kind deeds in his long life. 

Some day, we hope, the people of 
tills State will display sufficient com- 
mon sense to rectify or modify laws 
which are so flexible, or liavo so many 
loopholes, that nuisances aro permit- 
ted under them. One such instance 
is tlie continued use on Sundays of 
tlie area at Pine Island, at the New- 
ton-Waltham lino for trap-shooting by 
the Waltham Gun Club. Residents of 
Auburndale and West Newton must 
listen for hours on the Sabbath to the 
incessant discharge of guns as skeet 
addicts fire at targets. The noise can 
plainly he heard, when the wind is 
in that direction, nt the Newton Hos- 
pital at Lower Falls. A few years ago 
tills matter was taken to court, but, 
tlw‘ protestants lost out at Cambridge 
in one of those strange decisions 
which cause many of us to be scep- 
tical of modern justice. Last Sunday 
complaints were made regarding the 
noise of the shooting at tho gun club. 
The objectors were informed that the 
Sunday sports law legalizes the rac- 
ket. Many cities in this country have 
outlawed unnecessary noise. People 
of tills State should organize to isolate 
skeet clulis to remote distances from 
thickly settled communities. 

We may bo wrong, but. In our opin- 
ion tho State Police displayed as 
much misguided energy in the slaugh- 
ter of tlie insane man at MlUbury as 
they did a couple of years ago when 
they made that spectacular invasion 
of Rockport homes in vain hunt for 
a murderer. If the State police per- 
formed more duty in patrolling State 
highways to savo lives from reckless 
drivers, instead of such “show-off” ac- 
tivities as we refer to. more citizens 
would believe that the expense of this 
battalion of 300 troopers is warranted. 

Incidentally, we believe Commis- 
sioner Paul Kirk, a young man of 
ability and character, is trying to 
keep his department well disciplined, 
and that professional or amateur po- 
lice chiefs in this State should mind 
their own business, and not attempt 
to interfere in tlie present trouble 
within the State Police Department.

Edward M. Rowe, Attorney, and in- 
structor at Harvard College, gave a 
fine presentation of facts relating to 
tho present situation of the judicial 
system in our country and, In particu- 
lar, our own commonwealth. 

He explained tho need of more 
judges in our courts by pointing out 
the tremendous increase In motor 
vehicles und the resultant increase in 
motor vehicle accidents many of 
which are dependent on the courts 
for final disposition. In some cases it 
Is as much as four to five years after 
tlie filing of a case before it reaches 
a trial by Jury. In the meantime wit- 
nesses are often dead or missing, testi- 
mony is made hazy and an unsatis- 
factory condition Is thereby created. 

An increase in the number of Jus- 
tices of the superior court from the 
present sixteen to a possible twenty- 
six or thirty would greatly speed up 
the settlement of these cases in the 
opinion of Mr. Rowe.

An authorized lecture on Christian 
Science was delivered by Miss Mar- 
garet Morrison of Chicago, Illinois, in 
the edifice of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, on Friday evening, 
June 4. Mr. Raymond Wilson, First 
Render of that church, introduced 
Miss Morrison, saying: — 

Friends, this church cordially wel- 
comes you here tonight. 

Our speaker this evening is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Lectureship of 
The Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ Scientist, Boston, Massachu- 
setts. 

In her lecture "Christian Science: 
The Way of Scientific Progress” she 
will show thnt Christian Science Is 
the law of God, and is demonstrable 
as the true way, in our everyday life. 

It gives me great pleasure to intro- 
duce to you Miss Margaret Morrison 
of Chicago, Illinois. 

Progress — A Law of God 

Progress is a law of God. This Is 
why there is in the heart of every 
human being a desire for improve- 
ment, for progress into better things, 
better living, greater freedom, joy, and 
security. This desire may seem to ex- 
press itself in strange ways, at times 
in ungodlike ways, for to the unsatis- 
fied mortal mind evil may sometimes 
appear to be good. This desire for 
better things may be shown by the 
planting of a flower in a can at the 
window of a tenement, in the mistaken 
ambition of a business man to control 
world markets, or the urge of a ma- 
terial scientist to understand and 
master the laws and elements of na- 
ture. But, underneath and encom- 
passing all is God's irresistible law 
of infinite progress drawing us to 
Him. eternally unfolding to us high- 
er. fairer views of His power and 
goodness, and revealing to us our rela- 
tionship to Him. the only creator of 
the universe. This unfolding of good 
must continue throughout eternity for 
each individual; and today, as of old, 
in that urge for better ways, we may 
hear His voice saying, "Yea. 1 have 
loved thee with an everlasting love: 
therefore with lovingkindness have I 
drawn thee.” 

The Basis of True Progress 

Jesus of Nazareth was the most 
scientific and progressive man ever 
known, and he gave the basis of all 
true progress during that memorable 
interview with Nicodemus when he 
said, "Ye must be born again." Nico- 
demus, an honest though timid in- 
vestigator of thought, went, you re- 
member. by night to question Jesus 
about those miracles which, he said, 
“no man can do . . . except God be 
with him." Jesus’ reply, "Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God," brought from 
Nicodemus the astonished query, 
“How can a man be born when he 
is old?" The answer of Jesus is as 
pertinent today as it was for Nico- 
demus in that far-off time: "Except 
a man be born of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the king- 
dom of God. That which is born 
of the flesh is flesh; and that which 
is born of the Spirit is spirit. Mar- 
vel not that I said unto thee. Ye 
must be born again.” This state- 
ment, "That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh; and that which is born 
of the Spirit is spirit," shows clearly 
the basis of Jesus' thinking and act- 
ing. He never attempted to mix 
Spirit and matter, never for one in- 
stant thought or acted from the prem- 
ise of two causes or creations, 
never stooped to the superstition of 
two powers, one good and one evil. 
This simplicity of his teaching is 
based on the first commandment: 
"Thou shall have no other gods be- 
fore me.” He knew this “me" to be 
Spirit, divine Mind, and he knew this 
one Mind to be infinite. 

No reasoning, no so-called science, 
which is based on the premise of two 
first causes, two powers, can be eith- 
er reasonable or scientific. That 
kind of reasoning must result in the 
same confusion and disaster as would 
follow in the realm of mathematics 
were one to believe that two tlm.es 
two is both four and six and at- 
tempt to calculate from that basis. 
That only can truly be called Science 
which Is based on and emanates from 
one changeless, perfect Principle, 
supreme intelligence; even that one 
God who made all that was made and 
saw that it was good. Jesus knew 
one power only and demonstrated it. 
He knew one' substance only and dem- 
onstrated it. He knew one Life only 
and demonstrated it. He knew that 
power, that substance, that Life to be 
Spirit, altogether good, self-existent 
Truth, Life, and Love. 

Material Beliefs Must Be Reversed 

The way of true scientific progress, 
as taught by Christ Jesus, is the way 
of spiritual enlightenment, u way of 
instruction, the correction of false 
material beliefs with spiritual facts. 
To apprehend a divine fuct and al- 
low it to govern our thinking and 
living in place of its opposite fulse 
belief, is true progress. The Chris- 
tian Science textbook. "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” 
by Mary Baker Eddy (p. 129), suys 
that if we wish to know the spiritual 
fact, we "cun discover it by reversing 
the muteriul fable, be the fable pro 
or con, — be it in accord with [our| 
preconceptions or utterly contrary to 
them.” In this scientific process of 
reversul we discover that poverty is 
not a fact, disease is not a fact, sin 
is not a fuel, wur is not a fact, death 
is not a fact, but in spiritual reality 
abundance is u fact, slnlessnesg and 
health are facts, peace is ;i fuct, Life 
is a fuct. “The spiritual reulity is 
the scientific fuct in all things" (Sci- 


ence and Health, p. 207). This is a 
very comforting thing to remember 
when we are told, as we so often are, 
thnt we “must face the facts." This 
demand to face the facts usually 
means something most disagreeable 
and. at times, most terrifying. One 
may. for example, be called upon to 
face whnt materia medica has pro- 
nounced the fnct of an incurable dis- 
ease. What is the spiritual renlity 
in such a case; the scientific fact to 
which we turn our thinking, and 
which we face with confidence and 
trust? Even this: in divine Science 
the health of man is an established, 
inviolnte fact, a pure state of spirit- 
ual being. Thnt fact cannot be dis- 
puted, displaced, or destroyed by any 
opposite belief, no matter how des- 
perate thnt belief may be pro- 
nounced by so-called medical laws. 
Sickness or disease, of whatever 
name or nature, can no more dis- 
turb. or destroy the health of man 
in God's image and likeness, than 
can the belief thnt two times two is 
ten alter the fact it is four, and 
though the greater mistake that it is 
fifty or five hundred might be be- 
lieved it would still remain unalter- 
ably four. The greater, seemingly 
graver, mistake would not be any more 
true than the lesser. This truth that 
man’s health is an invincible fact in 
the renlity of Spirit mny be proved 
by anyone willing to acknowledge the 
allness of the one perfect Mind and 
his relationship to that Mind; willing 
to surrender the belief in a self apart 
from Mind: willing to let drop the 
thoughts and qualities of character 
unlike good, which mny seem to have 
found expression in sickness, suffer- 
ing. pain, or disease. As we “let this 
mind be in [us], which was also in 
Christ Jesus,” ns we allow the grn- 
cious qualities of this Mind to outshine 
the opposite claims of fear, resent- 
ment, loneliness, greed, lust, etc., this 
Mind manifests its own dominion, and 
it will be found that the healing of 
mortal mind is the healing of the 
body. 

Universal Peace a Spiritual Fact 

This being true personally of the 
physical body is true universally of 
the political body. Truth is for the 
healing of the nations as well as for 
persons. And today when nations 
are In a state of misunderstanding 
and strife with one another, when 
rumors of war are so rife, must not 
we as true scientific thinkers stand 
firmly in the knowledge that the law 
of divine Mind, the creator and gov- 
ernor of the universe, must be a law 
of harmony, and the peace of the 
universe inviolate? This is true be- 
cause in that infinite Mind which 
constitutes reality there are no con- 
flicting interests, no warring ele- 
ments. no hating or discordant ideas, 
no limited supply — only divinely in- 
telligent, Love-directed ideas sup- 
plied by infinite good, governed by 
omnipotence, held in the immutable 
bonds of brotherhood. Even in the 
midst of seeming war itself, still is 
peace the spiritual fact of the uni- 
verse. This fact understood and 
obeyed will banish war forever from 
the earth, and mankind will dwell in 
peace and plenty. 

The Fact of Eternity Revealed 

One of the most stubborn beliefs 
to be corrected in the human mind 
is the belief in time: a beginning and 
an ending, a limitation of life, a past 
in which to have been born, and a 
future in which to grow old and die. 
True progress obliterates this false 
belief and reveals the spiritual real- 
ity. or scientific fact of ever-present 
eternity, that eternity which is not . 
an endless accumulation of years, I 
not an infinite number of days, but 
a consciousness of the one day — the 
ever-presence of Mind and its 
changeless perfect ideas. In this 
eternal day of spiritual understand- 
ing there is no weary weight of time, 
no burden of a past, or fear of an 
uncertain and disintegrating future. 
In this eternal day of spiritual facts 
we find the faculties of man held in- 
tact, never in nor of matter, incapa- 
ble of impairment by belief of age. 
In the light of this day that old 
phrase "getting on in years" takes 
on a new meaning. It comes to 
mean getting on in a knowledge of 
God, increasing our understanding of 
good, of the truth of being, and of 
the way to demonstrate that truth; 
It means getting on to richer oppor- 
tunities for greater enlightenment, 
for greater strengtli and vitality, for 
fresher joy, more radiant peace; get- 
ting on into a more complete con- 
sciousness of at-ono-ment with the 
source of Life. In the presence of 
eternity we find that every moment of 
what is called time is safe in the com- 
pletion of God's love. There is no un- 
certain future for him who knows and 
lives in the ever-present eternity of 
God's goodness. Neither can there 
be any regretted, wasted, or irre- 
parable past. In her book "No and 
Yes" (p. 24) Mrs. Eddy says, “There 
was never a moment in which evil 
was real;” never, then, a moment 
into which evil could Inject Its claims 
of sin, sickness, sorrow, or death 
There never was nor ever 1s a mo- 
meat t hut is not pure, free from evil, 
safe in God's law of love, shining in 
tlie light of His joy and peace. There 
never was nor ever is u moment 
when man is not safe in t hut life- 
giving Mind we cull God. If mate- 
riality is not real now (and it is 
not), it never bus been real. Then 
there never Ims been an instant when 
tuun and the universe bud censed to 
be the complete and perfect expres- 
sion of u complete and perfect God or 
Principle Because of the revelation 


of Christian Science this fact can no 
longer bo hidden or obscured by su- 
perstition, mesmerism, or occultism, 
ancient or modern. Snld the wise 
man of old: "I know that, whatsoever 
God doeth. it shall bp for over: noth- 
ing can be put to it. nor any thing 
taken from it : ... Thnt which hath 
been Is now: and that which is to be 
hath already been: and God requlr- 
eth that which Is past." 

Eternity is not nn everlasting 
process of perpetuating material be- 
liefs, rather is It an unfolding of thnt 
which eternally Is. There is no strug- 
gle in this unfolding, because it is 
under the harmonious, irresistible law 
of Love. So we see that we are not 
struggling to perpetuate life in mat- 
ter. hut awakening to accept the in- 
destructible life of Spirit. And now 
is the day of acceptance. 

Accepting Spiritual Facts 

Thus awakening to and dwelling 
decisively in the realm of spiritual 
facts we will no longer find ourselves 
living idly, discouruged. or discon- 
tented in the land of "If”: "If I had 
enough money," “If I had a Job," “If 
my family would behave." and so on. 


It is not a happy land, this land of 
"If"; not a very healthful, useful, or 
profitable place in which to dwell. 

Let us progress out of the wilder- 
ness of "If" and go in and possess 
the land of that which is. For every 
argument of "If" we may see, under- 
stand, and obey that which Is; the 
spiritual reality, which Is the scien- 
tific fact. "If I had enough money!" 
What is the counterfact of this coun- 
terfeit? Why. even the reality of 
Mind’s law of abundance and of man 
as the expression of thnt law. As we 
become aware of this spiritual fnct of 
abundance, maintaining it as con- 
sciousness, we find that abundance 
being manifested in our human af- 
fairs. There will then be no experi- 
ence of lack because there will be no 
consciousness of lack. There will be 
only a joyous acknowledgment and 
acceptance of God's unfailing iwunty. 
This spiritual consciousness is In it- 
self demonstration; money or any 
other material thing is just what is 
added. “If I had a job!” What is 
the truth that erases this "If” from 
consciousness? Even the fact that 
man is the reflected activity of in- 
telligent. useful, satisfying, and God- 
directed ideas. A true idea cannot be 
idle. Again this truth held stead- 
fastly as consciousness will manifest 
itself in outward human conditions 
of harmonious activity. An idea of 
Mind cannot be hindered, obstructed, 
or unemployed. “If my family would 
only behave!" The truth is that man 
is related only to the divine ideas of 
divine Love; his family in the realm 
of spiritual reality consists of those 
ideas, and so is well-behaved, har- 
monious. ami kind. Try keeping this 
fact persistently and steadfastly as 
your consciousness, and see what hap- 
pens in the household of your human 
family. 

This is progress because that only 
can truly he called a step In prog- 
ress which is a step out of matter 
into Spirit. In this scientific progress 
is to he found the satisfying of all 
true ambition, for it brings with it 
high attainments in every detail of 
human living: business, home, pro- 
fession. and education. 

Science and Christianity Inseparable 

Science and Christianity are in- 
separable: the two wings of that one 
Science which is the only exact Sci- 
ence there can be. The history of 
the human race shows us that an 
age of great spiritual enlightenment 
is an age of great human advance- 
ment. The greatest achievements in 
the realm of human belief take place 
as tlie great spiritual facts of being 
become more apparent. This has 
been proved true in this age. The 
greatest era of human invention and 
discovery has been in the last sixty 
or more years, since the advent of 
Christian Science with Its revolution 
of divine Mind. So we have Sir 
James Jeans, one of the most emi- 
nent of physical scientists, saying 
"Conditions of life have changed 
more in the pust fifty years than in 
50.000,000 of the pro-historic y. ars" 
(us quoted ill Tlie Ch l ist inn .■ o in < 
Monitor) . 

In Ids miracles Jesus gave evi- 
dence of what must have been an 
exact and scientific knowledge which 
he possessed of God. causation, but 

hi- did not leave us a sciontlfir ex- 
plication of that knowledge. (See 


Science nnd Health, p. 147 ) That, 
he promised, would come Inter. Ho 
said: "When the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from tho 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, 
which proceedeth from the Father, 
he shnll testify of me: . . . When he, 
the Spirit of truth, is come, ho will 
guide you Into nil truth: for he shall 
not spenk of himself; . . He shnll 

glorify me: for he shnll receive of 
mine, nnd shnll shew it unto you." 
That Mary Baker Eddy was nble to 
discover and give to the world this 
Comforter, or Science of Christian- 
ity. proves thnt to * bo spiritually 
minded is to be scientifically minded. 
It was her pure spirituality thnt gave 
her the humility through which she 
was able to discern God as change- 
less. immutable Principle, the Law- 
giver. It was her Christ like com- 
passion nnd love for humanity which 
enabled her to see that Principle ns 
Love, divine Love, impartial and uni- 
versal. It was her stupendous moral 
courage which enabled her to brave 
the opposition nnd persecution of 
the carnal mind nnd give Christian 
Science to the world. She must be 
acknowledged ns the greatest Scien- 


tist of the age, as she has given to 
the world the exact Science of that 
knowledge possessed by Jesus, which 
gave him dominion over all the earth 
through spiritual law. She has made 
this knowledge available to all. It 
conies not through intellectual 
power, scholastic attainments, ab- 
struse calculations, or technical effi- 
ciency, all the complexities of mor- 
tal mind. Is it not the part of the 
Comforter to turn us from these 
complexities and uncertainties to the 
simplicity and assurance of the 
Christ; to the pure divinity, good- 
ness. and power of those qualities of 
Mind which are a law of annihila- 
tion to everything unlike themselves, 
and which enable us to walk com- 
fortably with our God? 

Liberation from Limitation 

As the light of spiritual under- 
standing pierces more and more the 
mist of mortal beliefs and supersti- 
tions humanity is finding ways and 
means In its own realm of belief of 
overcoming its self-imposed limita- 
tions nnd bondage; the belief of 
space, for example. And so today we 
have stream-lined trains, high-pow- 
ered automobiles, and the ever-in- 
creasing speed of the aeroplane. Here 
we see the belief of speed having 
ascendancy over the belief of space. 
Does not the belief of spnee as dis- 
tance or separation still remain? 
Must not Jesus have had a different 
concept of what we call space? Be- 
cause he understood the three great 
verities of Spirit — omnipotence, om- 
nipresence. omniscience — Spirit or 
Mind filling all space, space became 
to him omnipresence, admitting of 
neither time nor distance. It was 
this understanding of omnipresence 
which enabled Jesus immediately, 
without traversing space, to be where 
it was needful for him to he. Philip 
ulso. one of (lie followers of Jesus, 
gave evidence of his understanding of 
this spiritual law. The story is told 
in the Bible, in the book of Acts, that 
after lie had baptized the Ethiopian, 
on bis way from Gaza to Jerusalem, 
"when they were come up out of the 
water, the Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip, that the eunuch saw him 
no more: . . but Philip was found 
at Azotus " This understanding of 
omnipresence is the only real nnnihl- 
lator of space. In gaining this un- 
dt ('standing there is nn danger of ac- 
cidents or disaster. 

The Inventor of wireless telegraphy 
and tlie radio had first to discard bis 
belief in the necessity of wires for 
the more refined material belief in 
waves of ether before he could give 
this "useful wonder" to tho world. 
Jesus, the Christ, because of Ills un- 
derstanding thut there is only one 
substance, Spirit, knew that matter in 
any form is not necessary for cither 
tin- expression or maintenance of life; 
and lie fed the multitude, walked on

the water, nnd raised the dead. Be- 
cause of his at-one-ment with that 
Mind which Is all power, ho under- 
stood omnipotence, nnd stilled the 
tempest with a word of command, — 
needing no material oil to pour on the 
troubled waters, — nnd cnllod forth 
from the disciples tho exclamation, 
"What mnnner of mnn Is this! for he 
commnndeth even the winds nnd wa- 
ter. nnd they obey him." Because of 
his at-one-ment with the Mind that is 
all wisdom, he understood omnis- 
cience and could rend the thoughts 
of men in order to correct nnd henl 
them. So he could say to the man 
whose friends had let him down 
through the roof. "Thy sins be for- 
alven thee: . . . take up thy bed, and 
go thy way Into thine house," nnd 
immediately the man arose nnd went 
into his house. 

Mrs. Eddy has said in the Chris- 
tian Science textbook (p. 95), "Wo 
welcome tlie increase of knowledge 
nnd the end of error, because even 
human invention must have its day, 
and we want that day to be suc- 
ceeded by Christian Science, by dl- 
vine reality.” So, we see that Chris- 
tian Science does not tench us to 


decry or belittle the "many useful 
wonders” which "thought has 
brought to light” (Science and Health, 
t>. 268). It teaches gratitude for the 
liberation they bring and the proper 
use of them. At the same time it 
keeps them in their right secondary 
place and shows how. through a 
knowledge of the omnipresence and 
omnipotence of divine latv and Love, 
one may protect oneself from the 
dangers and disasters thnt so often 
seem to nttend material progress. It 
shows us that, while it is necessary, 
nay, it is imperative, that we “keep 
up-to-date,” that we keep in touch with 
the unfolding liberation of mortal 
mind from its own beliefs, it is still 
more necessary that, in thus keeping 
"abreast of the times,” we do not 
get out of step with eternity, with 
those eternal verities that know no 
time, that wisdom which is “from 
above is first pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, nnd easy to be intreated, full 
of mercy and good fruits, without 
partiality, and without hypocrisy." 
It teaches us not to stray from that 
Truth which knows no “variableness, 
neither shadow of turning,” nor from 
» hat "[Love] which never fatleth." 
These eternal verities, which change 
not with changing times, are the 
safeguards of humanity. We can see 
that unless spiritual enlightenment 
keeps pace with human inventions the 
evil elements in the human mind will 
use these inventions for their own evil 
and destructive purposes. So, we may 
well give heed to that question so 
often in the thought of mankind to- 
day, What have all the discoveries 
and inventions, the useful wonders, 
which make for convenience and ease 
in matter, done for mortal man him- 
self? In gaining dominion over the 
elements and forces of what he calls 
nature, has he gained dominion over 
himself, his own passions and appe- 
tites, over his own thinking and body? 
Someone commenting on this subject 
in an editorial of one of the leading 
dailies of New York City has* said 
that the* "triumphs of experimental 
methods and the success of mathe- 
matics have blinded us to tlie price 
that had to be paid for apparent 
progress.” "Man was sacrificed.” 
“Problems about stars and coal-tar 
were solved as if lie did not exist” 
(A'cie York Times, September 5, 
1934). And Sir Philip Gibbs, an emi- 
nent British writer, spenking of the 
progress of material science says: "I 
am convinced that we need at least 
a thousand years to control what 
knowledge we have and to prevent 
It from destroying humanity itself. 
Science has put powers into the hands 
of men who are still unable to con- 
trol their own passions though they 
may wield the thunderbolts of Jove" 
(England Speaks, p. 130). 

Necessity for Spiritual Thinking 

Is it not apparent, then, thut only 
through the reflection and cultivation 
of the qualities of the divine Mind 
can there bo a negation of the evil 
passions of mortal mind, which seem 
to find expression In wars, disasters, 
earthquakes, famine, nnd so on, uli 
the Illusions of the physical senses, 
to which senses those illusions seem 
so real? The salvation of tho humun 
race from sin, sorrow, poverty, dis- 
ease. uud death will come, not through 
human Inventions, knowledge of ho- 
culled physical laws, chemistry, astro- 


nomical calculations, or the illusive 
essence of mortal mind called electri- 
city, nor from mere human goodness. 
It will come through spiritual en- 
lightenment nnd intelligent obedience 
to the laws of Spirit. Dominion is won 
by tho displacing ol lust with chns- 
tlty, greed with generosity, blind 
force with love, self-will with the di- 
vine will, superstition with spiritual 
understanding. It is goodness out- 
shining evil. Then appears to the 
clarified vision the great imperative 
wonder — the spiritual nature of the 
universe, the infinitude of good, the 
omnipotence of Mind, 

Mrs. Eddy Makes Known 
the “Unknown" 

Today we find the greatest phys- 
ical scientists admitting more and 
more thnt they deal only with men- 
tal concepts. For example, we find 
such’ men as Stelnmetz, who has been 
culled a wizard in his knowledge of 
electricity, saying that tho great pow- 
er of the future will be found in the 
realm of Spirit. And, to quote Sir 
James Jeans again. In nn address 
given In Aberdeen, Scotland, he said: 
"Knowledge follows knowledge. And 
even tills knowledge is only one of 
probabilities nnd not of certainties; 
it is at best a smeared picture of the 
clear-cut reality, which we believe to 
lie beneath. " . . . “The electron exists 
only in our minds. Whnt exists be- 
yond. nnd where, to put the idea of 
nn electron into our minds, we do not 
know.” Shnll we not give all honor 
to her who was spiritually minded and 
humble enough to see and make 
known this "unknown” power nnd 
creator as divine Mind? Does not 
her teaching virtually repent tho 
words of St. Paul on Mars' Hill? "I 
perceive that in all things ye are too 
superstitious. For ns I passed by, and 
beheld your devotions I found an 
altar with this inscription, TO THE 
UNKNOWN GOD. Whom therefore 
ye ignorantly worship, him declare I 
unto you.” 

Humility the First Step 

How can we ns individuals seeking 
freedom, health, nnd happiness come 
into nnd walk in this way of spirit- 
ual unfoldment, scientific progress? 
We can turn with comfort to tho 
simplicity nnd tenderness of the 
truth as revealed through Christian 
Science. The first step in this way 
of progress is humility, thnt true hu- 
mility which was evidenced in the 
power possessed by Jesus and voiced 
by the Preacher of old when he said: 
“Trust In the Lord with all thine 
heart; nnd lean not unto thine own 
understanding. In all thy ways ac- 
knowledge him, and he shall direct 
thy paths.” Humility is that state of 
thought which has dethroned self- 
will and enthroned God's will, which 
aids in bringing every thought into 
captivity to Christ, Truth: thnt is, in 
conformity with Principle, perfect God 
nnd perfect man. It is thnt complete 
surrender of all belief in a self apart 
from God — apart from that divine 
Mind which is altogether good, Intel- 
ligent, wise, nnd lovely. It is a vig- 
orous. practical, and courageous claim- 
ing of at-one-ment with that Mind: 
not in arrogance or tho slightest taint 
of boasting, hut in tho Berenlty of 
security, in gracious service nnd un- 
selfed rejoicing in all good. 

Humility can have no sense either 
of fear or inferiority, timidity, in- 
ability, or servility. With true hu- 
mility comes the realization thnt God 
alone is Life, the source of health, vi- 
tality, activity, and capacity. True 
humility is not afraid to claim man’s 
birthright as nn expression of Prin- 
ciple. a child of God. Humility never 
feels pride of accomplishment. It 
maintains its purity even through the 
grontest victory — the most sublime 
conquest. Witness Jesus' attitude nf- 
ter his resurrection. While he allowed 
the magnitude of his demonstration 
over death and the grave to speak for 
itself, saying unto his disciples. "Be- 
hold my hands and my feet, that it 
is I myself: handle me, and see; for 
a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as 
ye see me have;” while he thus 
taught his disciples nnd "opened . . . 
their understanding, that they might 
understand the scriptures.” he never 
spoke of his great victory with a taint 
of vainglory or a sense of personal 
achievement. That attitude never 
could have attained the victory. He 
knew the utter unreality, the mythi- 
cal nature of material existence, and 
the mighty uninterrupted nctuality of 
spiritual being and identity. So at 
that meeting with his disciples on the 
shore of the Galilean sea, with the 
glory of his ascension before him, we 
linve only his loving solicitation for his 
disciples; "Children, have ye any 
meat?” “Come and dine," and his com- 
passionate regard for humanity in that 
tender command to Peter, “Feed my 
sheep." 

This humility it was which enabled 
Jesus to say. "I nnd my Father are 
one," and. “Of mine own self I can 
do nothing;” it Is "the Father [Mind] 
that dwelleth in me, he doeth the 
works.” It is that humility which 
claims the promise of Jesus, "Behold 
I give unto you power . . . over all 
the power of the enemy: and nothing 
shall by any means hurt you." It also 
enables one to prove that statement 
of Mrs. Eddy (Miscellaneous Writings, 
p. 183). “Whatever Ib possible to God, 
is possible to man as ( toil's reflection." 
This humility never fails to give to 
God [Mind] the glory, honor, power, 
and dominion due unto His holy 
name. 

Love the Way and the Goal 

One of the truest and dearest names 
for God is Love. The ultimate goal, 
(hen, of scientific progress must be to 
understand nnd reflect the "living 
beauty” (Retrospection and Introspec- 
tion, p. 88) and power of that Love 
which is the Principle of man and 
eternal Life; that Love which makes 
of one Mind nil tho nations that dwell 
upon tho faro of tho earth; thut pro- 
vides abundantly for nil; that ends 
wars and reveals the omnipresence 
and omnipotence of its own universal 
harmony. Perhaps in all the luiiguuge 
no word lias come to bo more misused, 
misunderstood, or grossly perverted 
Ilian the word "love." Most frequently 
Is it given the exact opposite of its 
true meaning. Let us consider it for a 


few moments nnd see if we cannot 
come to know it in the pristine purity 
and beauty of Its true meaning. We 
can come to seo that love is not a thing 
of the senses, hut of Principle; not 
personal, but universal; not fickle, sel- 
fish, and changeable, but selfless, 
changeless, Immutable law. Its primal 
quality being Intelligence, true love 
is always wise. 

One of the most familiar and truest 
definitions of love is found in the let- 
ter of St. Paul to tho Corinthians, in 
which the word "charity” Is rightly 
translated "love." 

“Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have not 
[love], I am become as sounding brass, 
or a tinkling cyinlml. 

"And though I linve tho gift of prop- 
hecy, nnd understand all mysteries, 
and all knowledge; and though I have 
all faith, so thnt I could remove moun- 
tains, and have not [love], I am noth- 
ing. 

"And though I bestow all my goodB 
to feed the poor, and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not [love], 
it profiteth me nothing. 

"[Love] sufTereth long, and is kind; 
[love] etivleth not; [love] vaunteth 
not itself, is not pufTed up, 

"Doth not behave Itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked. thlnketh no evil; 

“Rejoiceth not In iniquity, but re- 
Joicetb in the truth. . . . 

“[Love] never falleth.” 

We read in the Christian Science 
textbook (Science nnd Health, p. 19), 
"Jesus aided in reconciling man to 
God by giving man a truer sense of 
Love, the divine Principle of Jesus’ 
teachings, and this truer sense of Love 
redeems man from tho law of matter, 
sin and death by tho law of Spirit, — 
(lie law of divine Love.” An important 
question, then, Is: What is this “truer 
sense of Love”? How does it differ 
from the finite sense of love, which 
has been so self-sncrlflclng in its ef- 
forts to aid, and yet has proved so fu- 
tile and unavailing to save? We may 
find the answer to this by turning to 
John, the beloved disciple. In the 
fourth chapter of his first letter he 
gives us these great statements as to 
the true nature of divine Love and its 
reflection: "God is love;" “There is no 
fear in love; but perfect love casteth 
out fear; because fear hath torment. 
He thnt fenreth Is not made perfect in 
love." Here, then, is the great differ- 
ence — “there is no fear in love; . . . 
perfect love casteth out fear." 

The personal sense of love sees man 
us material, believes him capable of 
sinning, suffering, dying, and so it 
filled with fear for the one loved — of- 
ten harming where it would bless. Di- 
vine Love which knows man as spirit- 
ual, not material, casts out fear caused 
by the belief that life is in and depend- 
ent on matter. Is a loved one seem- 
ingly ill, unhappy, surrounded by lack 
or distress? Then our refuge is In this 
"truer sense of Love” which denies 
these errors, nnd Imperatively forbids 
giving them identity as person, place, 
or thing, and demands that they be 
displaced by the truth that man is the 
Image and likeness of God, possessing 
and expressing nothing unlike his cre- 
ator. The nearer and dearer the loved 
one seems to be, the greater should be 
the desire and willingness to free him 
from the falsities that bind and des- 
troy, and through spiritual understand- 
ing to see the good that is his be- 
cause of his Inheritance ns a child of 
God. 

In order to gain a still clearer view 
of this “truer sense of Love” one 
should consider the two great com- 
mandments of the Master, on which, 
he said, "hang all the law and the 
prophets”: "Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, nnd with all thy mind;’’ 
and, "Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself.” Whnt does it mean to 
love God? This question cannot be 
answered without some definite, in- 
telligent concept of what God is. We 
cannot love thnt of which we are 
ignorant. 

In seeking for a more practical 
knowledge of God it is helpful for 
one to think of spiritual qualities. 
Paul names some of these in his let- 
ter to the Galatians: “The fruit of 
the Spirit is love, joy, pence, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance.” To these 
may be added intelligence, purity, 
honesty, affluence, and health. To love 
God, then, is to love these expres- 
sions or qualities of good. And what 
can be so precious, so to be desired, 
so to be sought after, as are these life- 
living qualities? Truly, their price is 
above rubies, “the merchandise of 
[them] is better than the merchan- 
dise of silver, and the gain thereof 
than line gold." 

Having learned to perceive these 
true qualities and love them, one be- 
gins lo cherish and reflect them, to 
find them the very substance of his 
existence. Prayerfully and constantly 
one learns to protect them from rob- 
bers and devastators of personal sense 
— envy, malice, fear, criticism, sad- 
ness, or doubt. So doing, one loves 
God and his own true selfhood, the re- 
flection of God. Then is one pre- 
pared to love his neighbor as him- 
self. This means that one is willing 
to acknowledge and preserve in his 
own thinking the unity nnd oneness 
of God, by seeing in his neighbor the 
same reflection of God that he claims 
for himself. In this way thought be- 
comes not a personal stopping place, 
but a universal transparency for 
Truth. Truly to love one’s neighbor 
is to know him as spiritual and not 
material. Anything less than this is 
not worthy the name of Love. 

Someone may ask, "How can I love 
that which seems altogether unwor- 
thy nnd unlovable?" That we are 
not required to do. We are required 
to see to it that that which seems 
unworthy and unlovely, nnd which 
is, therefore, untrue, does not cloud 
or interrupt our consciousness ami 
reflection of thnt which is true and. 
therefore, worthy and lovable. To 
love God supremely is to acknowl- 
edge His supremacy, and so we are 
called upon to keep our reflection of 
Him supremo. Would It not be a dis- 
tracting world if the sun should stop 
shining every time its beams were

Charles E. Itlley, a prominent citi- 
zen of Newton for the past half cen- 
tury. died at his home, 93 Bellevue 
st., Newton, on June I. He was horn 
at Burnley, Lancashire, England, 83 
years ago, the son of Edward and 
Ann (Low) Itlley.

Our house Is not very old but I 
notice the window cords are show- 
ing the wear badly and a couple 
have already broken.

Day Lilies 


Are you searching for distinguished 
plants with clean foliage and fra- 
grant masses of glorious flowers like 
sunshiny trumpets and glistening 
stars, plants so full of zest for liv- 
ing that they need no staking, spray- 
ing. or fussing over? If you are, plant 
day lilies Day lilies to bloom for a 
hundred days and more, for they are 
a grand big family.

counting tlie 12 recognized as species, 
more than 100 kinds now growing. 
And such colors! orange sherbet, glln- 
tv gold, palest waxy yellows, rosy 
silver and even ox-blood red. 

The flowers of all linvo the true 
Illy form, but each manages to achieve 
a wholly delightful variation. Some 
are frilly and fluted; some ridged 
with gold. Others wear halos and 
still others show lovely suffusions, 
stripes, and blendings. There is a 
winning gayety about them combined 
with a very sweet and compelling 
dignity as they poise on their slender 
reed-like stems, so ready to enrich 
and enliven the garden beds and add 
a cheerful shimmer and sparkle to 
partially shaded midsummer borders. 
It seems strange that although al-

Reports At The 
Biennial Council 

At Tulsa 


In her report which was one of 
thoBc given during the Radio Hour of 
Tuesday morning. Mrs. Roberta Camp- 
bell Lawson. In her Presidents’ Ad- 
dress, which reached clubwomen and 
many radio listeners country-wide, 
said: "American clubwomen need 

more than ever before an education 
which enn direct calm living and 
which teaches the difference between 
the real and the gloss. 

“Last year we looked forward to a 
more settled program of life," she said. 
•Have we found it? There seems to 
be nn ever-increasing necessity for ed- 
ucation for living. 

“In weighing the real values of life, 
we should turn to the Book of Books 
and read: ’Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God.’ 

“If the world could realize that 
each individual Is an eternity-living 
entity, one feels content wars would 
cense and human life would be held 
more sacred. 

“In our present 'education for liv- 
ing’ a great problem confronts us 
and that is the use of leisure time. 
Not the leisure hours which you 
nnd I seldom enjoy because wo will 
it so, but the leteuro which is coming 
to millions through shorter hours of 
work nnd enrlier retirement age. With 
this development in our social struc- 
ture, there is a great challenge which 
faces education, recreation, and the 
right use of leisure. 

She said the Federation has em- 
powered her as president to approach 
women’s organizations of other coun- 
tries to Join in nn educational cam- 
paign for recognition of the sanctity 
of treaty obligations, and to ask them 
to join in the study of treaties to 
which the various nations are signa- 
* tories. 

Site amused the clubwomen by say- 
ing that because the alms of the Gen- 
era] Federation are so widespread, 
tlie women "must spread themselves 
as thin as pancakes” in order to cover 
them all! , ,

the first— closing the morning ses- 
sion — was that of Public Safety, by 
Mrs Edward Hammett, chairman, of 
I Shebovgan, Wis. She also presented 
as guest speaker, Mr. Maxwell Hal- 
! sev. assistant director of Harvard Uni- 
I versity’s Bureau for Street Traffic Re- 
I search. , „ 

' A public taught to drive and to walk 
I safelv and a standard drivers’ li- 
cense law were advocated for every 
state by Mrs. Hammett. 

1 "Statistics show that states hav- 
ing such a law have a lower accident 
I rate." she said. “For tho last few 
I months we have concentrated upon the 
1 legislative phase of the safety pro- 
gram. The next step will be to em- 
phasize the importance of strict en- 
forcement of traffic laws, with the 
establishment of standard traffic 
courts.” , . , 

Maxwell Halsey in pleading for safe- 
tv in his address, said: 

"The combination of our highways 
and our children, which results In a 
needless toll measured in the unhappy 
occurrence of death and injury repre- 
sents n problem which is basically 
one of maladjustment. ... 

“If the parents are not themselves 
able to drive and walk safely, then

been added to the pay rolls but com- 
parative few have been placed under 
civil service.” 

The crusade against the marihuana 
traffic is the most significant part of 
the Legislative department’s efforts 
this year, declared Mrs. Sporborg. 

“The major frontal attack has been 
to enlighten the public regarding the 
increasing sordid trntnc In this nar- 
cotic drug, and waging a concentrated 
enmpnign for uniform state narcotic 
laws to eontrpl it.”

Miss Long's topic was “The Govern- 
ment of the United States in Relation 
to World Pence.” 

"There are two blessings I think we 
stand a better chnnce to get under a 
democracy than under any other form 
of government. Those are liberty and 
justice,” she said. 

"War is democracy’s greatest foe. 
We fought tho great war to make the 
world safe for democracy. Instead we 
seem to have made It safe for dictator- 
ships 

"Congress has the power to impose 
taxes sufficiently heavy to take the pro- 
fits cut of War, hut it was shown in 
tlie last war that manufacturers sim- 
ply would not make goods unless as- 
sured of what they considered a fair 
profit."

I do not believe we are In any Imme- 
diate danger, but the indifference of 
many of our citizens is the most dis- 
couraging of nil our national symp- 
toms The privileges of franchise nnd 
Junior I j-ppp,.], and tlie right of petition 
are almost wholly unused by n large 
proportion. 

j “Subversive propaganda is the un- 
I American propaganda which would 
: have us substitute communism, fas- 
j clsni. nazlsm or any other forelgnism. 
Some are becoming serious threats.

Highlights In 
Speeches, Events 
At Swampscott 

Not only was Lord Marley’s speech 
of deep interest to tlie clubwomen of 
Massachusetts attending the opening 
sessions of the Annual Meeting of the 
State Federation of Women's Clubs, 
nt Swampscott. but another speech 
was a highlight of Monday. May 17th. 

Judge Kenneth Johnson of The Quin- 
cy district court, received repented 
applause for his advocacy of well-di- 
rected homes nnd wise parental guid- 
ance in order to prevent juvenile de- 
linquency. 

Tlie parents who no longer tench 
their children tlie Ten Command- 
ments. who fail to supervise their les- 
sons, their behavior, are tragically ne- 
glectful of t lie duties that are prima- 
rily theirs, duties which they cannot 
properly delegate to any oulside ngen- 
cy. When they do they are definitely 
on the road leading to State Commun- 
ism. 

“To impress upon parents that they 
must retain tlie control nnd training 
of their children Is Indeed one of the 
most important functions of the court 
It is evident that if the home were 
performing its job adequately, there 
would lie a minimum of social Ills nnd 
problems. 

"Hypocrisy Is spotted.” ho said, 
"by a youngster sooner and quicker 
than by any oilier person. Live your 
religion in tlie home even more than 


to assume that the teacher is always 
right, and, at least, it is with that in 
mind that the parent should approach 
any such problem when It arises.” 

Judge Johnson spoke of the dangers 
of "broken homes” and of bad com- 
panions for children; the need to pro- 
hibit the gang idea. 

"Yes, I am still old-fashioned enough 
to believe in some application of the 
strap slipper, or switch,” declared 
Judge Johnson in discussing corporal 
punishment for children. “The p^m 
of a broad hand impelled with some 
force and coming in contact with tho 
most expansive area of a boy's or girl's 
body, Is often an adequate means of 
discipline." 

Salient characteristics of a home in , 
which delinquency was the least like- ! 
ly to breed were named by the Judge, 
and included a clean and permanent 
home, meals on time, pleasant conver- 
sation. careful hygiene for the child, ] 
good reading, appreciation of art and 
music, companionship with parents, 
the avoidance of quarrels between par- , 
ents in front of children, display of af- 
fection. supervision of movies, the 
home as a club room for friends, bed j 
at an early hour and the use of the 
automobile "carefully and sparingly 
permitted.” 

There was no business session Mon- 
day evening which was devoted en- 1 
tirely to a program of entertainment 
by Miss Sylvia Thompson who gave 
dramatic readings, garbed in beauti- 
ful costumes, modern and of the style 
uf the middle ages. The musical pro- 
gram was accompanied by our own 
Mrs. Moses H. Gulesian, of Chestnut 
Mill. 

Everyone donned evening gowns and 
wraps for the entertainment program 
Monday night and the assembly was, 1 
indeed, a brilliant one. 

But rivalling all gay affairs was | 
the surprise shower for Grace Morri- 
son Poole, who admitted it was the 
first and only shower ever given her, j 
and that she was glad her future hus- 
band, Dr. Henry Gilbert Reynolds. ; 
wasn't there, since he was an unusual- | 
ly “shy man." 

There must have been hundreds of 
presents, beautifully wrapped and tied, 
on the table at the end of the Ball- 
room and clubwomen attending were 
apparently as excited and thrilled over 
the prospect of such a romantic occa- 
sion as Mrs. Poole herself. 

It was only nfter she had sat down 
for a while to collect herself and re- 
cover from her complete amazement, 
that she was able to answer the cries 
for “speech." 

She expressed the hope that, even 
though she might be a lady of leisure 
in the South, married to a busy doc- 
tor, she and Dr. Reynolds would be in 
Swampscott for the Convention next 
spring. 

Clubwomen had been delighted and 
thrilled to learn of Mrs. Poole’s en- 
gagement, which was announced over 
the week-end. and at the opening ses- 
sion on Monday to tlie assembled del- 
egates. 

Mrs. John H. Kimball, president of 
the State Federation, said that for 
more than twenty years "the beloved 
Grace” has worked to help other club- 
women to achieve a useful and happy 
life nnd when the announcement was 
made of her own engagement, she 
said, "no news could have made us 
happier." 

Mrs. Kimball pointed out that Mrs. 
Poole became a widow as a young 
woman being obliged to make a career 
for herself. She became popular 
throughout the United States as a lec- 
turer and educator. She served in her 
own chili in Brockton, became its pres- 
ident. and nfter being president of the 
Massachusetts State Federation, she 
achieved the honor of becoming the 
first Massachusetts woman ever to be 
president of the National Federation. 

Mrs. Poole is now dean of Stone- 
leigh College at Rye Beach, N. H., 
which office she will relinquish in 
June. She is to marry Dr. Henry Gil- 
bert Reynolds of Paducah. Ky. The 
wedding will take place next fall nnd 
the couple will live in Paducah. 

Mrs. Poole, who is now in her mid- 
dle fifties, is the daughter cf Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Morrison, of Brockton, and 
the late Rev. William H. Morrison, a 
Universollst clergyman. 

Dr Reynolds is an eye. ear. nose, 
and throat specialist, and is president 
of tlie Kentucky State Medical Asso- 
ciation. He is a graduate of Wash- 
ington and I.ee College, and was vale 
dlctorlnn of his class. His 
the late Mrs. Henry Gilbert Reynolds, 
was treasurer of the General Feder- 
ation of Women's Clubs and was nn 
intimate friend of Mrs. Poole. 

Clubwomen were so eager to do 
Mrs. Poole homage, after hearing the 
news, that they hastened to find suit- 
able gifts, and arranged for a “Rrldnl 
Shower” after the evening program- 
nil n complete surprise to their be- 
loved club leader 

Mrs. Poole was inveigled from her 
room, where she had retired nfter at- 
tending tlie evening entertainment, 
on the pretext of refreshments, nnd 
was escorted hv the State president.

asserted "women’s clubs have been a 
fertile field for propagandists and 
speakers of foreign philosophies." 

She said that communistic propa- 
ganda is being disseminated through 
the schools by means of "textbooks 
written by radicals with the purpose 
of breaking down the government," 
and through radical magazines. Also 
that the communists consider Mass- 
achusetts the fifth state for their ac- 
tivities. with Boston as the headquar- 
ters for section 1. She also urged 
clubwomen to establish public affairs 
forums to educate the masses in the 
principles of the United States gov- 
ernment. 

She stressed the need for crime pre- 
vention. saying that there are on an 
average 700.000 young people engaged 
in crime annually, at a cost of $15,- 
000,000,000. 

Problems of youth she classed as 
"youth and unemployment: youth in 
crime, and youth and the isms.” She 
said that it is estimated there are 
4.700,000 young people out of work, 
and with insufficient funds to attend 
schools. She scored “academic edu- 
cation that does not prepare for in- 
dustry.” and urged clubwomen to “con- 
sult the educators of the state and 
communities, from the grammar 
first wife, fsehool up." in regard to the prepara- 
tion of young people for trades and 
professions, and providing character- 
building studies.

Clifford P. Smith, C. S. B.. LL.B., 
became interested in Christian Sci- 
ence at Mason City, Iowa, in 1896, 
where he practiced law before be- 
coming judge of the District Court 
of Iowa, the superior court of that 
state.

School Dental 

Clinic Continued 


The controversy over the continu- 
ation of the dental clinic for Newton 
school children wns settled at the last 
meeting of the Newton Board of 
Health when It was voted to accede 
to the requests of Dr. Harold Chope, 
director of health of this city and 
provide for a full time dentist and a 
dental hygienist to extend tho scope 
of free dental treatment for school 
children. For some years past Dr. 
John W. Pomfret of Newtonvllle cared 
for tho teeth of school children, sup- 
posedly too poor to have tills treat- 
ment paid for by their parents. There 
has been a difference of ‘opinions as 
to whether or not the city should 
continue this paternalistic activity to 
tile degree it has in the past. Last 
May Dr. Pomfret resigned and since 
then two dentists have been engaged 
In part time servlco In this work. 

Dr. Chope contends that tho work 
of tlio clinic should bo broadened, 
and that one or more dental hygien- 
ists employed to assist the school 
dentist and to Instruct the children 
In the care of their teeth. 

Miss Mary Noone of River st„ West 
Newton, who has been employed ns a 
clerk at the school dental clinic for 
several years, is not to continuo in 
this position, according to the new 
plans. As Miss Noone Is a civil serv- 
ice employee, it Is supposed sho will 
be transferred to some other depart- 
ment at City Hall.

Newton High School Holds Its 77th Annual 
Graduation Exercises At Dickinson Memorial; 
3000 Relatives, Friends of Graduates Attend 

Graduating Class Presents Loud Speaking System as Class Gift — Mem- 
bers of Class of 1887 Are Honored Guests — Edward P. Wallace 
Wins Meserve Fund Scholarship 


The 77tli graduation exercises of 
Newton High School were held on last 
Saturday evening at Dickinson Me- 
morial Stadium, Newtonvllle. The 
weather was Ideal and about 3000 
relatives and friends of the graduates 
were in attendance. At 7 o'clock the 
long procession of members of the 
class of 1337 marched out of the 
school gymnasium and across the ath- 
letic field to the centre section of tho 
stadium. The procession was led by 
Mayor Childs and Acting Principal of 
the school. Raymond A. Green, and 
the high school band provided the 
musical tempo for the marchers. 

The invocation was delivered by 
Rev. Randolph S. Merrill, pastor of 
Central Congregational Church, New- 
tonville. Richard M. Whitney, pres- 
ident of the Class of 1337 then pre- 
sented the class gift to the school. 
The gift, a microphone aDd amplify- 
ing system was accepted by Princi- 
pal Green. Ho said the class by giv- 
ing the gift showed its appreciation 
for the advantages they have received 
from the schools of this city. 

Edward P. Wallace of 108 Garland 
rd.. Newton Centre, was awarded the 
Meserve Fund Scholarship, given an- 
nually to the boy whose character has 
been outstanding. Clark Macomber of 
the Class of 1918 told of the found- 
ing of this principal scholarship of 
Newton High School, and Its aims.

The address to the graduating class 
was delivered by Kirtlev F. Mather, 
member of the Newton School Com- 
mittee and professor of geology at 
Harvard University. Professor Math- 
er’s subject was: “The Call of the 
Beckoning Years." He stressed the 
value of American educational meth- 
ods and contrasted them with the regi- 
mentation of society in European 
countries under the existent totali- 
tarian governments in Europe. 

Acting Principal Green presented 
tlie senior cups to Barbara J. Dealy 
and Richard H. Lovell. The diplomas 
were presented by Mayor Childs. Fol- 
lowing the exercises the members of 
the high school faculty held an in- 
formal reception in the quadrangle. 

An enjoyable feature of the affair 
was the presence of twenty-seven 
members of the Class of 1887. These 
elderly men and women who gradu- 
ated 50 years ago had met at the 
school on Saturday afternoon and 
made a tour of the school buildings. 
Later they were served with refresh- 
ments in the teachers' lunchroom. The 
members of the Class of 1SS7 who at- 
tended their reunion and the grad- 
uating exercises Included: Miss Annie 
Blackwell.

Stone In regard to the loss of two 
ducks by an unknown dog. and claim- 
j ing their value under provisions of 
j the dog law. Placed on file. Re- 
] ceived communication from Chnrles 
Robinson. Jr. and others regarding 
the early completion of Homer st. Re- 
ceived petition from E. S. Farnsworth 
and eight others for street lamp on 
Washington park near the new Unl- 
versalist Church. Voted on applica- 
tion of H. F. Allen and 28 others for 
fire extinguishers to be placed in 
Crafts st. and North Village (Nonan- 
tnml schools. No action could be 
taken on same in absence on appro- 
priations for any such purposes. 

Received petition of James White 
for abatement of nuisance caused by 
the hogs kept by William Stearns and 
William Philbrick near the junction 
of Jackson and Boylston sts. Voted 
that the Clerk notify the parties to 
abate the nuisance within 48 hours 
after notice is served on them in 
writing. Voted that each member of 
the Selectmen use his own discretion 
in regard Issuing permits for sale and 
discharge of fireworks in the locality 
where he resides. Voted that the 
clerk of the Board notify Timothy 
McNamara that he is required to 
abate the nuisance caused by pigs 
kept on his premises. Voted on peti- 
tion of A. R. Trowbridge and others 
to erect a gas lamp post in front of 
Mr. Tyler's store at Newton Center, 
the same to take the place of a de- 
cayed elm tree heretofore used for a 
lamp post.

lonely lane near Lake Boone In Hud- 
son, where he was knocked uncon- 
scious. The car was then set afire, 
and the flames, fed by gasoline, part- 
ly Incinerated the body of the unfor- 
tunate Crowley. Frank DiStnsio made 
his escape from the scene in nn auto- 
mobile driven by his son. Tills car 
had followed the car driven by Frank 
DiStnsio from Boston to Hudson. 

It developed that Frank DiStnsio, 
a widower, was planning to marry a 
young woman, had taken out heavy 
insurance, and had conceived the di- 
abolical scheme of placing some un- 
fortunate man in his car, murdering 
the victim, and then the Insurance 
would bo collected on the claim that 
it was DiStasio who had been burned 
to death In his own automobile. In 
November 1935 the elder DiStasio was 
found guilty In Middlesex Superior 
Court. Through legal technicalities 
the younger DiStnsio was found not 
guilty at the first trial. Last year, at 
a second trial, he was found guilty. De- 
spite the fact that the elder DiStasio 
was convicted 18 months ago, and 
the son a year ago for a crime 
committed over two years ago, 
sentence on the father was not Im- 
posed until last Monday, and the son 
has not as yet been sentenced. In the 
meantime tnxpnyers of Middlesex 
County have been supporting theso 
two cold-blooded, mercenary killers. 
How long will the people of this coun- 
try tolernte such dilatory tactics in 
murder cases such as this? If tho 
law was promptly enforced In this 
country, as It is in England, If legal 
chicanery was not permitted here, as 
It is not permitted in England, then 
murders might become comparatively 
rare In the U. S. A., as they are In 
England.

We also believe that the 
President, being an intelligent man, 
must realize that an economic revolu- 
tion perforce, usually results in poli- 
tical and social transitions, or evolu- 
tions.

Highlights in 
Speeches, Events 
At Swampscott 

Outstanding events and comments 
by speakers at the secorvl day ses- 
sions, Tuesday, May 18th, before 
members of the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, at Swampscott, dur- 
ing the Annual Meeting, held the 
keen attention and interest of the 
more than 3,600 clubwomen present. 

Melinda Alexander, of New York, 
world-traveler and author, speaking 
on the subject "Things as They Are,” 
urged that America establish a policy 
of demanding concerted action on the 
part of all nations, guaranteeing the 
peace of the world. She opposed giv- 
ing the Chief Executive the “colossal 
power” of having the right to appoint 
six new justices to the Supreme 
Court, and said that the "counsellors 
of the administration do not truly 
represent the sentiment of this coun- 
try." 

She told of going to Russia to 
study the Russian "Five-year Plan” 
and its workings, in a party that in- 
cluded Rexford Tugwell. Stuart Chase, 
and several other widely-known 
speakers, and advised that "the task 
of taking caro of our unemployed is 
essentially a local problem.” and that 
the greatest economic problem In the 
nation today Is “how to get them back 
in industry.” Until some solution Is 
found, nnd “we do concentrate on 
some of these features, the situation 
is precarious, if not hazardous,” she 
claimed. 

She recommended that there be an 
industrial survey to discover possibil- 
ities of returning the 11,000,000 who 
are still unemployed to Industry, and 
suggested that the government might 
aid industry with loans on the basis 
of re-employing the jobless. 

She said that Germany has “under- 
gone a psychological collapse." that 
Russia is “a psychopathic ward." and 
that “we have men in this country 
today who would, if they could, over- 
throw this government." She termed 


Gen. Francho in Spain "the greatest 
traitor since Aleahiades of Athens be- 
trayed his city," and said that "we 
now are closer to a world holocaust 
than the people of Europe were In 
July, 1914.” 

One of the most stimulating events 
of Tuesday was the Presidents’ 
Round-Table, which Mrs. Kimball, 
president of the State Federation, con- 
ducted Tuesday morning. One after 
.mother, in rapid succession, presi- 
dents of women’s clubs throughout the 
State, rose to tell of valuable activi- 
ties and services that would cease in 
towns were it not for their clubs. 
Opportunities for girls to attend col- 
lege. necessary hospital treatment for 
children, assistance to war veterans. 
Christmas parties and gifts for chil- 
dren. nurseries, warm clothing and 
other necessities supplied needy fam- 
ilies, placement of the unemployed 
through employment bureaus set up. 
work for the blind, reconditioning 
toys, picnics, health camps, establish- 
ing public parks, establishing recrea- 
tion playgrounds, furnishing transpor- 
tation for children to the beaches, and 
even a restaurant furnishing hot soup 
for undernourished children. were 
just a few of the reported examples 
wherein the women’s clubs are doing 
good In their communities. 

But Inspiring as these reports of 
activities were, the progress and 
aims of the State organization mean 
more to Mrs. Kimball, for she voiced 
the questioning in her heart of what 
this powerful Federation of women 
could do in stupendous affairs, if once 
aroused, and if they acquired new 
aims. To this end she declared at 
the conclusion of this period: 

“If your club went out of exist- 
ence they would serve milk In the 
schools; they would provide communi- 
ty nurses; they would carry on the 
things that you now are doing that 
are so worthwhile But the Federation 
must in some way point the way to a 
better day for the entire nation and 
world ! ” 

To this end. at the concluding ses- 
sion of the Annual Meeting on Wed- 
nesday morning about 800 serially 
numbered cards were distributed to 
delegates, with the request that sug- 
gestions be made upon them: that 
they be signed and returned to the 
president. Mrs. Kimball, for her in- 
spiration in progress in wider works. 
She promised the clubwomen to con- 
tinue to surprise them next year with 
new departures, for Mrs. Kimball, 
due to her Independent thought and 
courage to change customs, has ac- 
quired the title “the surprise presi- 
dent.” 

With only one dissenting voice, del- 
egates voted against the President's 
plan for the reorganization of the Su- 
preme Court. The meeting, with over 
3.500 present, was the largest in the 
history of the State Federation. 

The Resolution opposing the Presi- 
dent's measure was brought up for 
action at the opening of the after- 
noon session and telegrams announc- 
ing the result were sent to President 
(Continued on Page 8)

Roosevelt and to Senators Henry K. 
Aslmrst, Henry Cabot Hodge, Jr., and 
David 1. Walsh. 

Tho Resolution was worded as fol- 
lows : 

"Aware that the Constitution of the 
United Stales neither specifies nor 
mandates t lie number of Judges for 
the Supreme Court, but realizing that 
the philosophy of government moti- 
vating that Constitution clearly in- 
tended the three branches of our dem- 
ocracy. the executive, the legislative 
and the judicial, to be a wholesome 
check on each other for the common 
good of all the people, we, the Massa- 
chusetts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, in convention assembled, de- 
clare our objection to tho President's 
plan for the reorganization of the Su- 
preme Court.” 

On the following day, Wednesday, 
the closing session, delegates wero 
pleased to have it announed that ac- 
knowledgment of a telegram sent 
Tuesday to Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Jr., telling him of tho over- 
whelming disapproval of the Presi- 
dent's Supreme Court plan, had boon 
received. It was read. His reply said 
he will continue his active work 
against the plan. 

Speaking before the Tuesday eve- 
ning meeting. United States Senator 
Josh Lee, of Oklahoma, advocated 
giving up some of the profits that re- 
sult from war and the preparations for 
war in order to promote peace. He 
outlined a four-point plan, “First, that 
the United States should control prep- 
arations for war by requiring muni- 
tions makers to work under federal li- 
cense; that the United States make 
permanent its present non-interven- 
tion policy that refuse to send a mil- 
itary army into foreign territory to 
protect private investments; that it 
equalizes, as far as possible, the bur- 
dens of war by a universal draft law 
that will conscript money and materi- 
als as well as men, and that it enact 
tax laws that will recover from the 
manufacturers 100 per cent of all war 
profits. 

The Senator, who served as a pri- 
vate in the World War. declared, “It 
takes the patriotism out of a soldier 
to go to war for his country and be 
shot by a gun that was made in his 
own country." 

This evening was festive in honor 
of special guests, with a reception in 
the Hotel Ballroom. Clubwomen hud 
donned their prettiest evening frocks, 
and the Club presidents who took part 
in a new feature — a Recessional at 
the close of the program in Conven- 
tion Hull— with their beautiful cor- 
sage bouquets — gave a colorful, even 
spectacular touch to the gala evening. 
The presidents, in groups of two, fol- 
lowed their respective directors, who 
bore their golden numbers aloft, 
marching in review past the president 
and her council seated on the stage, 
thence down the aisle and out under 
the moon-lit sky. Bursts of applause 
marked the recognition by their own 
groups as they passed through the 
long aisles. Then they proceeded to 
the hotel, there to form in a long 
double line in the corridor, down which 
passed the State leaders and distin- 
guished guests to the Ballroom. Mrs. 
Charles R. Storey was chief marshal 
and the flag-bearers were Mrs. James 
Morrison, of West Medford, and Miss 
Mildred Colburn, of Lynn. The in- 
novation was welcomed by many as 
even more beautiful and Impressive 
than the former plan of having it at 
the opening of the evening, and the 
shoulder bouquets were equally a3 ef- 
fective and far more convenient, for 
the wearers. 

Standing at the head of the receiv- 
ing line during the reception, was 
Mrs. Kimball, in white lace gown with 
a little jacket of the lace. With her 
were Senator Josh Lee, of Oklahoma, 
and Mrs. Lee, who wore an all-black 
costume, guests for the evening, from 
the nation's capital, and Mrs. Charles 
F. Hurley, representing the Governor, 
and accompanied by Gen. and Mrs. 
Charles H. Cole Mrs. Hurley also 
wore a graceful black gown 

Notable Reports 

At Tulsa 

Oue of the thrilling events of Wed- 
nesday, April 2Sth. the third day of the 
Biennia! Council at Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
was the arrival of a letter from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, written to Mrs. Rob- 
erta Campbell Lawson, president of 
the General Federation, which letter 
was delivered to her as she presided 
upon the platform. This was in reply j 
to a letter from Mrs. Lawson to the 
President on a question vital to all 
women. Women are pressing their ■ 
right to work, although wed, as the 
need is real, even dire, and they asked 
the aid of the President to that end. 
President Roosevelt, in response, sent 
promise of his aid. 

Mrs. Lawson’s letter which was 
read to the Convention by Mrs. John 
S. Harvey, of Huntington, W. Va., the 
recording secretary, stated in part: 

“Neither now nor in the discerni- 
ble future, can the earnings of the 
head of the average family support 
its adult women in idleness. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of families are 
without any able-bodied, wage-earning 
men and there are uncounted hundreds 
of women whose household duties are 
over but who are mature and still 
vigorous and whose need for self-sup- 
port is still stark and stubborn reality. 

“How without disrupting labor stan- 
dards can these women be so retained 
us to insure them decent living in the 
ranks of the nation's self-respecting 
producing and servicing citizens? 

“There are nearly 1.000,000 home- 
makers among the 11.000,000 women 
breadwinners and tho proportion of 
married women engaged in outsido 
occupations has more than doublejl 
in the last few years.” 

Tho General Federation president 
asked for the married women of tho 
country that President Roosevelt Initi- 
ate through the Federal Women s Bu- 
reuu. a Federal investigation of how 
married women can add to the family 
income without hurt to regular men 
and women wage-earners, without hurt 


to the home, and with a resultant in- 
crease In goods and services for gen- 
eral distribution. 

Tlie Federation has chosen the 
Women's Bureau as the proper agen- 
cy to make the survey because tho or- 
ganization 111 years ago took a lend- 
ing part In persuading Congress to set 
up the Bureau ns a means of in- 
creasing employment opportunities for 
women. 

The letter stated that “never in the 
history of our national life has it 
been as important as now under the | 
new economic order that the mandate 
to the Bureau to be carried out under 
conditions that will insure your active 
and effective support.” 

The Federation wants to see the 
Bureau call to its aid in making the 
investigation, bureaus in other Federal j 
departments- concerned with problems, 
of child care, home management, vo- j 
rational training and other intimately j 
related questions. 

President Roosevelt's reply read in 
part: 

"It is possibly unnecessary for me * 1 
to say to you that I am tremendously 
Interested in it because, as you nl- i 
ready know, the subject matter pre- j 
sents a problem which has for a long 
time been given the most serious con- 
sideration by me. 

“While 1 have been in rather inti- 
mate touch with the workings of the 
Women's Bureau. I shall take the first 
opportunity to find out exactly what | 
its immediate activities are. nnd as- 
certain the need for an extension of 
its operation and the need for addi- 
tional funds.” 

An outstanding address of the Wed- 
nesday morning session was that of 
Miss Katherine F. Lenroot, chief of 
the Federal Children's Bureau of 
Washington, D. C. Miss Lenroot was 
one of the speakers for the Forum 
held by the Public Welfare depart- 
ment of the General Federation, and 
she was presented by the chairman, 
Mrs. Clarence Fraim. of Wilmington, 
Dei.

ing occupations. 

Children were found to be working 
long hours for low wages in service 
occupations, retail trade, and miscel- 
laneous callings in many of which a 
high degree of organization or efficien- 
cy does not exist. Some children 
under 16 years old were found to be 
working 50 or 60 hours a week for 
$2. $3. or $4 weekly.

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Aldermen Receive Report Of 
Joint Committee On Ten Year 
Program Of New Schools 

No New Schools This Year — Buildings To Replace Old Wooden 
Schools Again Deferred 


The report of the joint committee 
of Aldermen and members of the School 
Committee, especially appointed to 
study the need of new schools In New- 
ton, was submitted to the Doard of 
Aldermen at Its meeting on Monday 
night. It consisted of about 20 pages 
mult (graphed of statistics and graphs, 
and was signed by Aldermen Bowen, 
McKay and Schlpper, and School Com- 
mltteo members Mather, Fernald, 
Smith and Mrs. Woods. The report 
stated that the factors taken Into con- 
sideration wero present congestion in 
schools, growth in residential areas 
and their distances to school centres, 
desirability of replacing wooden build- 
ings, general population trends in the 
city, financial ability of the city to 
undertake a school building program. 

The report commented that from 
time to time as conditions change, it 
may seem wise to change the order of 
projects, or to niter any part of the 
whole plan. Appended to the report 
was a financial report prepared by 
Comptroller of Accounts White, show- 
ing how, ns current school bonds ma- 
ture, new bonds for projected buildings 
may bo issued, the interest and maturi- 
ty charges on which will not increase 
the tax rate of the city. 

Eight projects were specified in the 
report. In order of priority they arc: 
School to replace the Franklin School 
at West Newton. 12 rooms, cost $2-10,- 
000: school to replace Lincoln and Eli- 
ot Schools at Newton, 10 rooms, cost 
$200,000; addition to Burr School, Au- 
burndnlo, 4 rooms, cost $75,000: admin- 
istration building, Newtonville, cost 
$85,000; trado school, cost $500,000; 
replacement of Rice School, Newton 
Centre. $200,000; replacement of Wil- 
liams School. Auburndale, $200,000; 
junior high school, $750,000. The re- 
port went into details to show the rea- 
son for these proposed new structures, 
and the nature of the territories which 
each will serve. 

Alderman Melcher, chairman of the 
committee which reported on the rec- 
ommendations made by Mayor Childs 
in his inaugural address, commented 
lhnt it would not be wise to consider 
building a new school next year to 
rcplaco the Lincoln and Eliot schools, 
when land has not yet been acquired 
for the school which is to replace the 
Franklin School. Alderman McCabe 
said ho realized the committee had 
a difficult problem to decide wlmt proj- 
ects it should recommend for this year, 
but Ward 1 has been treated the poor- 
est of any section of the city in regard 
to new schools. Ho said something 
should bo dono without further delay 
to replace the Eliot and Lincoln 
schools. Alderman Rawson of Ward 
7 agreed with McCabe. Ho said the 
Lincoln School is a disgrace to the 
city, and the Eliot School Is not much 
bettor. According to the report of the 
committee, tho school to replace the 
Franklin would not bo completed until 
1038, and the school to replace tho 
Lincoln and Eliot until 1939. Aider- 
man Barwlso of Ward 1 said the com- 
mittee should bo congratulated on Its 
lino report, especially in regard to tho 
recommendation regarding tho replac- 
ing of tho Eliot and Lincoln schools. 
Ho felt it would be good news to the 
people of tho Eliot-Lincoln school dis- 
trict. Two years ago Barwise, in con- 
junction with Aldermen Akins and 
McCabe, protested against the side- 
tracking of a new school to replace tho 
Eliot and Lincoln schools, when pref- 
erence was given to tho building of 
a now school at Oak Hill. The pro- 
tests followed a letter from the presi- 
ident of the Ward 1 Improvement As- 
sociation which objected to the jump- 


ing of tho Oak Hill school project over 
that to replace the Newton schools. 
Tho survey which had been previously 
mado by tho School Committee had stat- 
ed that new schools to replace the 
Franklin, Eliot and Lincoln schools 
wero more needed than a new school 
at Oak Hill. 

Alderman Bowen said the matter 
of survey on new school buildings, 
which was recommended by Mayor 
Childs In his Inaugural address on 
January 1st of this year, had been 
approved by the Joint committee, be- 
cause a new' superintendent of 
schools had been appointed, since 
the survey of school needs for a sub- 
sequent 10 year period, was made 
three years ago. Supt. of Schools 
Warren had gone over the old and 
new situations, and had made an ex- 
tensive study, which was shown In 
the present report. Bowen comment- 
ed that we cannot very well start any 
new schools this year, as they would

Drowned at Outing 
In Brookfield 


Bruno Castagnino, 15, son of Mrs. 
Rose Castagnino of 13 Smith Court, 
Wost Newton, was drowned at Lake 
Quamcuinquaslt, Brookfield, last Sat- 
urday. The boy was captain of the 
Sons of American Legion. Newton 
Post 48, which was holding an outing 
that day at the lake.

Rasllndule 
was dragged from rocks beneath the 
high dam and falls above Echo Bridge 
at Newton Upper falls. The boy and 
a companion. George Wills, 12. of 
Hanson st.. Roslindale, had obtained 
a canoe Wednesday afternoon at West 
Roxbury, and went on a long-distance 
paddle down tho Charles River. Bos- 
ton police had sent out information 
lato Wednesday night that the two 
were missing. Unacquainted with the 
river, tho two young adventurers pad- 1 
died to tho brink of the falls. They 
were close to the Needham side when 
the roar of the falls startled them. 
Wills leaped from tho canoe and man- 
aged to reach shore. The Guffreda 
hoy went over the falls with the 
canoe, dropped to rocks over 20 feet 
below, and was quickly renderod un- 
conscious by tho pounding of the cas- 
cading water. Young Wills shouted 
to some men ho saw on the bridge 
nearby, and a fire alarm was sent 
in from Box 613 at 1:09 a. m., bring- 
ing tiro apparatus from Newton and 
Needham. Metropolitan District Po- 
lice sent a rowboat to tile scene and 
tho floodlight truck of t lie Newton 
Fire Department illuminated tho dam 
and tho river below. 

A rope wits thrown across the gorge 
and Richard Wilke of Walnut st., 
Newton Highlands went out on the 
rope, and hand over hand worked 
down to where the unconscious form 
of young Guffreda was lying. Wilke 
could not extricate the hoy. Then, 
Burton McMtillln of Boylston st.. Up- 
per Falls, wearing a lifo preserver, 
wont down tho rope, tied another 
rope about Guffreda, and with tho 
assistance of Wilke, Joe McMullin and 
William Connell, of Boylston st.. 
pulled the boy from the river. Re- 
lays of Newton police and firemen 
worked on the boy for two hours be- 
fore be was resuscitated. Guffreda 
was taken to the Newton Hospital In 
a serious condition.

A few precautions, so 
obvious that they are frequently ignored through careless- 
ness, should be taken. Before leaving be sure that all doors, 
windows and other entrances to the house are locked securely. 
Inform the police that your house will be empty and ask that 
an officer try the doors and windows at intervals. Take with 
you or securely lock, or best of all store in your bank s safety 
vault, all jewelry, silverware, and other valuable articles that 
are easily converted into money by a thief. Suspend all de- 
liveries such as milk, papers, and mail. Accumulated ma- 
terial on your doorstep is a positive sign to outsiders that you 
are away. And last of all protect yourself from loss of the 
things that you cannot store or take with you by adequate 
burglary insurance. A little time and thought may save you 
loss and will aid in the control of crime in the community. 


REGISTRATION OF BICYCLES 

The city of Lynn this week began the registration of bicycles 
>f hoys and girls of that city upon a voluntary basis. The 
>wner of a bicycle upon application for the registration of his 
•chicle and the payment of twenty-five cents receives a small 
lumber plate. Applicants must also fill out a form giving the 
nake, number, description and other particulars about the 
nachine. The entire affair is voluntary and has been carried 
*ut with the idea of protecting the bicycle owners’ property 
,nd his own personal safety. One of the outstanding features 
if the new system is the assistance the records will be in aid- 
ng the efforts of the police to trace stolen bicycles, which 
n any large city is a source of considerable trouble. 

The present trend toward the return to popularity of the 
licycle is increasing the problems of safety upon the high- 
cays. If the plan operates successfully in Lynn, believed 
o he the first city in the country to inaugurate the use of num- 
ier plates and police registration of bicycles it may eventually 
ie generally adopted in the larger communities.

The old tenement bloc k on Me- 
chanic st.. Newton Upper Falls famil- 
iarly known ns "The Bee Hive,” will 
be torn down In part In the near fu- 
ture. The big ft aim structure, 31& 
stories high, and containing about a 
score of small tenements, was built 
about a century ago by Otis Poitee. 
founder of tho Police Machine Shops. 
Upon Ills death it became the prop- 
erty of his children, and later parts of 
It were sold to various owners. For 
some years “The Beehive” lias been 
large Iv unoccupied. The City of 
Newton owns one section of it, and 
lias a lien on another section through 
a tax title. Tho building is regarded 
as unsafe by tho Buildings Depart- 
ment. is regarded ns a lire hazard by 
Chief ltandlett of tho Fire Depart- 
ment. and ns a health menace by the 
Health Department. 

At tho meeting of the Bonril of Al- 
dermen on Monday night an order 
was Introduced authorizing the alter- 
ation or disposition of that part of 
tho building known as Lots 2 and 3. 
Frank Jones of 63 Cottage st., Upper 
Falls, owner of one part of the build- 
ing which is occupied by throe ten- 
ants. said he believes the city should 
compensate him for expenses which 
will be incurred In relocating wnter 
pipes and electric wires. 


Welfare Bureau Executive 

On National Conference 

Family Welfare agencies will con- 
tinue to have a definite demand for 
meeting certain relief needs in a com- 
munity. especially in connection with 
needs unmet by other community 
agencies — particularly in the preven- 
tive field. In reporting on the Na- 
tional Conference of Social Work held 
in Indianapolis to the Directors of 
tlie Newton Welfare Bureau. Inc.. 
Miss Harriet Parsons. General Secre- 
tary said thnt much interest was 
shown In the increasing value of 
Board members' participation In com- 
munity affairs. Board members are 
the group which determine the pro- 
gram of the agency and can relate 
social work services to the needs of 
the community. They are the best 
Interpreters and only In sharing 
with tlie public at largo can headway 
be made In meeting social needs. 
Throughout the Conference the em- 
phasis was that although public agen- 
cies are absorbing the bulk of rellof 
work, private agencies must meet 
needs In the community which public 
departments cannot touch In order 
to prevent further breakdown of 
family life. Many people can be saved 
from going on permanent relief rolls 
if health needs can he met and expert 
advice and service given. Private 
agencies also can and should work 
toward a continuing analysis of those 
factors which make for wholesome 
family life. Interpret them and util- 
ize all knowledge available in pre- 
venting family breakdown. 

The Conference was attended by 
some 7.00(1 social workers from all 
over the country and much time was 
spent in discussing Federal and pub- 
lic policies, the tone being t hat all 
communities must depend on Fed- 
eral subsidy in relief programs. The 
most democratic American way would 
tie in grants to tho States without 
Federal control as to details of pro- 
gram. However, this in some states 
is impracticable when for example in 
some counties of Georgia families re- 
gardless of size were only allowed 
$2.68 per family per month, this type 
of condition, according to Miss Edith 
Abbott, president of the Conference 
being due to wasting of funds, incom- 
petent workers, anti poor Civil Serv- 
ice standards. 

At tlie Episcopal Conference it 
was clearly brought out that church- 
es throughout the country are tak- 
ing ti much more active social lead- 
ership and that the use of churches 
seven days a week for social activi- 
ties is increasing, many churches, for. 
example maintaining libraries, din- I 
ies. and courses of study. j 

Emphasis throughout was upon ! 
meeting needs of youth between the 
ages of 16-2-1. tlie statement being 
made that in tills age grouping, three 
million were jobless — this figure not 
Including youth of agricultural com- 
munities. 

Charles Taft of Cincinnati dis- 
cussed wisely the need of careful 
study of the unemployment problem, 
lie said t lial to date any statistics 
relative to unemployment are noth- 
ing more than "guesstimates". What 
skills the unemployed have, why they 
have no jobs, are they permanently 
out of work. Answers to these ques- 
tions nobody knows, nobody is try- 
ing to find out. He appealed to all 
to attack the problem of unemploy- 
ment by finding out tlie facts and 
adapting community programs to fit 
the facts. 

Altogether the Conference marked 
the steady advance of the reliance 
upon service in the practical oper- 
ation of all relief undertakings.

The committee to whom 
the Mayor's address was referred last 
week recommended that the Board re- 
consider Its vote granting liquor li- 
censes to druggists. No licenses have 
yet been Issued, and the Board has 
full authority to revoke any permits 
issued. As it now stands, no licenses 
are to he granted. 

A petition of H. F. Allen and others 
of Ward 2 for the appointment of a 
measurer of plastering and painting 
was taken from the table. W. E. C. 
Fowler of Ward 2 and E. C. Colton of 
Ward 6 were appointed. Alderman 
Pratt offered a resolve thanking the 
Boston & Albany railroad for trans- 
porting the large number of Newton 
people on June 17th without accident. 
Alderman Pettee thought the New 
York & New England railroad was 
also entitled to thanks, and his amend- 
ment was adopted A resolve wns 
adopted requesting the New York & 
New England railroad to place gates 
at tho several street crossings In New- 
ton Centre and Newton Highlands, us 
they are dangerous to public safety.

Last week at Swampscott Governor 
Hurley in addressing a convention 
stated Hint Massachusetts wants so- 
cial workers with practical experience, 
rather than those who place a premium 
on honk knowledge and theories. Ac- 
cording to press reports tlie Governor 
said that some social workers place 
a premium of hook knowledge and 
theories. They see only the radio In 
the parlor ami the automobile in tho 
hack yard thnt nobody can run. He 
said — "I want the social workers whom 
I appoint to forget the radio In the 
parlor and the old automobile in tho 
back yard, and to look into the pantry 
and see whnt's there.” 

A large percentage of persons, in- 
cluding the writer, ngree heartily with 
tho Governor thnt social workers with 
practical experience are more efficient 
and adapted for this work llinn are 
social workers who obtain such posi- 
tions because of book knowledge. 
There lias been a lot of stress placed 
in late years on the requirement of 
a college education before one could 
obtain a position as a social worker, 
and civil service examinations have 
been the determining l'netor in the 
appointments of public welfare work- 
ers. The result has been — that youths 
and young women in their early twen- 
ties. have been appointed to such posi- 
tions, chosen in preference to men 
and women of mature years who did 
not have college educations, or who 
could not obtain high marks on tests 
based on hook knowledge. Aged per- 
sons. or people of middle age, who 
need assistance for themselves or their 
families, would rattier have their cases 
considered by men or women of ma- 
ture years, folks who have probably 
themselves experienced the trials and 
problems of life, than to hove some 
smart, inexperienced young individual 
question them oil their personal af- 
fairs. and recommend whether or not 
relief should he granted. 

While broad-minded persons would 
not deprive people obtaining assistance 
from enjoying the plensure a radio 
gives, most people who try to lie self- 
supporting, who endeavor to practice 
Hint American virtue of independence, 
will not agreo with Governor Hurley 
that social workers should forget the 
old automobiles they see In the back 
yard of applicants for, or recipients 
of public relief. Any automobile, no 
mutter how old or small it is, costs 
plenty of money to register, operate

Thousands of persons 
in Massachusetts who have obtained 
and nre obtaining public relief not 
only own and operate automobiles but 
also go to horse and dog races to 
gamble, and spend plenty on booze. 
Why should their fellow citizens, most 
of whom are In poor or moderate cir- 
cumstances, lie taxed to provide lux- 
uries for those who nre willing to chi- 
sel, who have no pride, and little prin- 
ciple? The money these squanderers 
spend should be given to honest, de- 
serving people in indigent circum- 
stances whose relief allotments are 
too small to permit them to even ob- 
tain sufficient necessities. 


Men and youths are forbidden lo 
go in bathing naked from the waist 
up at Stute controlled beaches in Re- 
vere and Nantasket. At other beach- 
es grown-up males must have their 
abdomens covered when they go in 
the water, or loll on tlie sand. But, 
here in Newton men and youths are 
permitted to go unclothed from tho 
waist ii p on streets. In yards and on 
tennis courts and play areas. Odd, 
isn't It? In other places, ns well as 
In Newton, one observes an increas- 
ing number of males in the raw from 
their hips up. Some of those nudists (or 
exhibitionists) nre slender youths with 
good physiques. Others are men of 
mature years, some with hairy chests, 
and resembling to a degree big apes. 
And some of the older "Tarzans,” who 
like to display themselves, are so 
fleshy that they should wear girdles 
and brassieres. 

The permit recently granted by the 
Newton Board of Health for the keep- 
ing of 200 chickens in a residential 
neighborhood at West Newton has 
been declared illegal by the City Soli- 
citor. Public Buildings Commissioner 
Campbell correctly ruled the enter- 
prise to he a business. The Board of 
Aldermen refused a permit, which 
would have been for a non-conforming 
use under the zoning ordinance. This 
was not tlie first pormit the Board of 
Health had granted the past few years 
for the keeping of a large number of 
chickens In a residence zone.

Chicken Farm 

Permit Illegal 

A group of residents of Adams ave.. 
West Newton, appeared at City Hall 
oil Monday night to protest against a 
chicken farm which recently was 
started at 97 Adams ave., West New- 
ton, by Frederick Brookings of 62 
William st.. West Newton. A hearing 
was hold by the Claims and Rules 
Committee on a petition from Ilarlnn 
C. Smith, owner of land at 97 Adams ' 
ave., who lias asked for tlie privilege 
of having 200 pullets kept at that lo- 
cus, which is In a residence zone. 
Smith, when tho hearing started, 
asked that tho petition be withdrawn, 
as he did not desire a permit to have 
a chicken fnrm on his property, all 
that was wanted was a permit to keep 
chickens, and that had been granted 
by the Newton Board of Health. Al- 
dermnn Rawson, chairman of the com- 
mittee. replied thnt persons owning 
property in the vicinity had been noti- 
fied to appear at the hearing, and had 
the right to be heard. 

Smith, thereupon, told the commit- 
tee that the land is being used by 
Frederick Brookings, who resides 
nearby, nt 52 William st.. and Brook- 
ings had been given a permit by the 
Board of Health to keep 200 chickens 
nt the place. Brookings, a retired 
Metropolitan policeman, said that tho 
place cannot be called a chicken-farm, 
even by the widest stretch of imagina- 
tion. Public Buildings Commissioner 
Campbell said thnt he had told Smith 
to petition the aldermen for a permit 
as Brookings was not keeping the 
chickens for private use, that this 
made the raising of (lie chickens a 
business enterprise in a residence 
zone, and therefore a permit from the 
Board of Aldermen is necessary. City 
Solicitor Bartlett ruled that Campbell 
was correct. 

Patrick McMahon of 120 Adams ave. 
told the Aldermen that he had ap- 
peared before the Board of Health 
before the permit was granted for the 
keeping of tho 200 chickens and ob- 
jected, but. the permit was granted. 
McMahon said that the odor from the 
place on a damp niglu is terrible, that 
dogs and skunks have been attracted 
to tho vicinity by it, and thnt ills aged 
mother, who Is an invalid, has been 
hoi bored by the conditions. J. F. 
Landry of 104 Adams avo. said that 
since the chicken-farm lias been es- 
tablished, lie lias had to keep the win- 
dows of his sun porch closed because 
of disagreeable odors, and his family 
have to live in the back part of the 
house. Stephen Connolly of 114 Adams 
ave. stated that he owns 5 house lots, 
and the nearness of the chicken-farm 
is an obstacle to the sale of these 
lots. Mrs. Connelly substantiated 
Patrick McMahon’s complaint regard- 
ing tlie chicken-farm attracting pole- 
cats and dogs. Alderman Gaddis of 
Ward 3 said ho had Investigated the 
matter and he tended to agree with tho 
objectors. 

Mrs. Frank Cousins of 97 Adams 
ave.. daughter of the petitioner, said 
she had never observed any objection- 
aide odor. She said her 0 year old 
daughter is healthy, and she would not 
reside there If the chickens made con- 
ditions unhealthy. Tho committee 
voted to grant leave to withdraw to 
Smith's petition, and the Board of Al- 
dermen accepted tlie committee’s re- 
port. City Solicitor Bartlett advised 
tho Board of Health to revoke the 
permit, in view of the action of tlie 
Aldermen.

And Prize Awards 
At Swampscott 

Mrs. Frank P. Bennett, who has 
been returned to her former post as 
General Federation director for Mass- 
achuRettR, due to the illneflR of Mrs. 
Thomas J. Walker, has acquired the 
title of "State and General Feder- 
ation comedienne,” due to her happy 
faculty of Injecting humor Into her 
speeches. 

She provided plenty of entertain- 
ment when she appeared before the 
Convention Wednesday morning, dur- 
ing the last session of the State An- 
nual Meeting, May 19th, and gave a 
vivid word picture of her visit to Tul- 
sa. Oklahoma. She said that she was 
proud of Massachusetts clubwomen 
and of their achievements, and stnted 
that tile State Federation led in its 
subscription to the General Federa- 
tion magazine “The Club Woman," 
witli Illinois coming a close second. 
Mrs. Bennett also said that tho "pep- 
py little president” of the Massachu- 
setts State Federation, Mrs. John H. 
Kimball, as she is known in General 
Federation gatherings, was popular 
at the Tulsa Convention as a presid- 
ing officer of committee gatherings, 
for which recognition Mrs. Bennett 
was proud. 

Mrs. Bennett announced three pri- 
zes to be given next year as follows: 

to the director who getB the most 
subscriptions to "The Clubwoman.”

same thing. They wrote: 

"The well-equipped and experienced 
administrator on the field of public 
welfare is the only one who can insure, 

I on one side, that the money spent shall 
go exactly or as nearly exactly as pos- 
sible to (ho objects for which it is vot- 
ed and, on the other side, that it shall 
; be administered in a humane and dis- 
criminating fashion, so that it will 
secure the maximum of benefit and 
, the minimum of harm."

She 
takes pride in the fact that every one 
of her jobs was secured by competi- 
tive examination. And she has gone 
to tho top.
